'Urgent Need For Unified Police'

Judge Alan A. Lindsay re­ 
fused yesterday to disqualify 
himself in. the Angela Y. Davis 
case and unequivocally denied 
allegations by her attorneys 
that he is a white racist. 
Lindsay, an Alameda County 
Superior Court judge, in an an­ 
swer filed in Marin Superior 
Court, rejected complaint by 
Miss Davis that he could not 
give her a fair trial. 
“ I am. now and always have 
been inalterably opposed to ra­ 
cial prejudice and segregation 
of any kind whatsoever,” Lind­ 
say said in his 22-page reply. 
He termed most of Miss Dav­ 
is’s allegations “irrelevant, ar- 
g u m e n t a t i v e a n d 
conclusionary” and said they 
‘ ‘ s h o u l d be ignored and/or 
stricken from, the record.”1 


Marin County and city offi­ 
cials were called upon yester­ 
day to c o n d u c t p r o m p t 
investigation into the possibility 
of establishing a countywide 
police department. 
(See other grand jury stories, 
page 17.) 
The law enforcement commit­ 
tee of the Marin County Grand 
Jury, in its term-ending report, 
said t h e r e was “too much 
crime and excessive mobility of 
criminals” for the present pol­ 
ice setup to handle. 
“It has become evident to the 
committee,” the report said, 
“ that a single, centralized 
countywide 
police 
system 
should be considered as a re­ 
placement for the present mix­ 
ture of county sheriff-various 
city police departments.” 
Such a system, the committee 
said, would provide “broader 
basis for identification of cri­ 
minals than is now possible for 
small municipal police depart­ 
ments; ” could pave the way 
for creation of a countywide 
crime laboratory and might 
justify establishment of a police 
academy. 
In the interim, a countywide 
burglary detail should be creat­ 
ed, the group recommended. 
(The county'board of supervi­ 
sors has endorsed the concept 
of hiring a criminal justice 
coordinator, among whose du­ 
ties would be the study of police 


consolida.t.ion in Marin. County 
officials have assured wary pol­ 
ice chiefs, meanwhile, that con­ 
solidation is years away.) 
The committee, whose chair­ 
man was George J. Benoit, a 
research chemist from San An­ 
selmo, adopted a stance taken 
by the 1969 law enforcement 
panel in hitting at court lenien­ 
cy toward repeat drug offen­ 
ders. 
“All of the courts should give 
the maximum sentence to any 
person convicted for a second 
(or more) time of selling narcot­ 
ics,” the 1970 committee said. 
“We believe that this practice 


will be in the direction of a 
strong deterrent effect against 
the mushrooming sale of drugs, 
as well, as providing richly due 
punishment for those so con­ 
victed.” 
The group called for high bail 
for persons accused of narcot­ 
ics offenses. 
Last year’s committee also 
was highly critical of opera­ 
tions at Marin County Juvenile 
Hall, but the 1970 group said it 
had not found time to investi­ 
gate the facility in depth. 
It did, however, praise Erick 
F. Yarchin. selected as the new 
juvenile hall superintendent aft­ 


er last year’s critical report, 
and recommended support of 
his programs. 
Besides Benoit, members of 
the law enforcement committee 
were Donald Barksdale, Tho­ 
mas C. Cheethan. Marilyn Stei- 
nau. and Don A. Y o u n g e r , 
foreman of the grand jury. 
In another matter, the full 
grand jury recommended that 
the Legislature modify state 
law to enable jurors to serve all 
or part of a second term to 
maintain continuity in investi­ 
gations. Jurors now are banned

Toll Passes 
Korean War 
WASHINGTON (UPI) -T he 
Pentagon said today casualties 
in Vietnam now exceed the 
death toll of the Korean W’ar. 
Announcement of 88 deaths 
during 'the week ending Satur­ 
day—including 33 killed in the 
attack on Firebase Mary Anne 
—pushed, 'the Vietnam, toll to 
54,284. The count started Jan. 1, 
1961. 
Korea, claimed 54,246 Ameri­ 
can lives between Jan. 20, 1950, 
and July 27, 1953, according to 
Pentagon records. 
The two totals include 'both 
those killed in battle and those 
who died for other reasons, 
such as illness or accident. 
Comparison of battle deaths is 
not possible because different 
bookkeeping methods were used 
in the two wars. 
In Korea, 33,629 battlefield 
deaths were recorded. But 
these included only men killed 
in combat, and not those who 
later died of wounds. 
In Vietnam, 44,876 have died 
from “hostile causes” including 
both battlefield deaths and 
those who were wounded and 
died later. 


Lindsay is the second out-ol- 
county judge appointed to han­ 
dle the case of Miss Davis and 
her codefendant, San Quentin 
inmate Ruchell Magee, who are 
charged with murder, kidnap­ 
ping and conspiracy in connec­ 
tion with the Aug. 7 shoot-out at 
the Marin Hall of Justice. 
All five Marin Superior Court 
judges have disqualified them­ 
selves. 
The first out-of-county judge, 
John P. Me Murray of Inyo 
County voluntarily withdraw 
after he was accused by Magee 
of being prejudiced. 
Miss Davis’s attorneys filed 
their challenge to Lindsay 
shortly 'before a. court hearing 
April 1. 
The judge was slated to hear 
arguments on various motions, 
including ones that the case 
against her be dismissed and 
that she be released on bail, but 
he suspended proceedings after 
being challenged. 
W h e t h e r or not Lindsay 
should be disqualified from the 
case will nowf be decided by 


another judge to be selected, by 
agreement of Lindsay and Miss 
Davis’s attorneys, or appointed 
by the state Judicial 'Council if 
they fail to agree. 
In the reply filed yesterday, 
Lindsay said the judge who will 
d e c i d e the matter is not re­ 
quired to hold a hearing but 
may make his decision based, 
solely on the challenge and his 
reply. 
Lindsay said he elt Miss Dav­ 
is’s challenge was “insufficient 
in view' of the lack of particular 
facts showing any bias or pre­ 
judice on my part and could 
properly be stricken and ig­ 
nored by me. 
“However, in view of the 
public interest in this case, and 
the nature of the challenge, I 
shall nonetheless answer the 
statement,” he said, “in order 
that defendants receive the be­ 
nefit of any procedural issue 
and my qualifications may be 
independently evaluated by a 
reviewing judge.” 
In their motion challenging 
Lindsay, Miss Davis’s attor­ 


neys cited his c a r e e r as an 
assistant district attorney, a 
former president of the Oak­ 
land school board, lobbyist for 
the California Peace Officers 
Association, his work with the 
justice department’s criminal 
division and the fact that he 
was originally appointed to the 
bench by Gov. Ronald Reagan. 
. • “The racism inherent in the 
American judicial political sys-- 
tem is clearly manifested in 
Judge Lindsay’s career, a clas­ 
sic of our time,” they said 
Lindsay granted the facts of 
his career yesterday, but said 
“I unequivocally deny and re­ 
pudiate any implications and 
assertions” of prejudice. 
“As a judge of the Superior 
Court of the State of California . 
. . I have taken a solemn oath 
to uphold the laws of this state, 
and the constitution of both the 
State of California and of the 
United States. 
“That responsibility, I be­ 
lieve I can perform without 
bias or prejudice toward an y 
party herein,” he said. 


U.S. Copters Drop Slingloads 
Of Napalm Around Fire Base 6 
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SAIGON (UPI)—Giant Amer­ 
ican Army helicopters are 
dropping, sUngloads of napalm 
on North Vietnamese troops 
besieging Fire Base 6 in the 
Central Highlands, front reports 
said today. B52s bombed within 
half a mile of the base. 
Lt. Col. Frank 0. Miller, 43, 
of Maitland, Fla., told UPI 
correspondent Robert Sullivan 
that CH47 Chinook helicopters 
were dropping sling loads of 55 
gallon drums of napalm on the 
jungled hillsides between Fire 
Base 6 and companion Fire 
Base 5, four miles to the 
southeast. 
Military sources said that 
when the drums are dropped 
from high altitude they burst 
open, spraying napalm over the 
jungle canopy. The napalm then 
is ignited with fire rockets from 
helicopter gun ships to expose 
and burn out Communist troop 
concentrations. 
Fire Base 6, about 270 miles 
northeast of Saigon, is near the 
point where the borders of 
I ¿tos, Cambodia and Vietnam 
converge. South Vietnamese 
spokesmen said they were 
determined to hold it for the 
honor of the .South Vietnamese 
araiy. Americans said the 
Communists were trying to 
capture it to prove the invasion 
of Laos was a failure.

Vocal Discord To Marin's 
Long-Range Water Bidding 


Aqueduct's Financing 
Brings Many Questions 
By M. STREET BROOKS 
Directors of Marin Municipal Water District 
found themselves on the receiving end of a bar­ 
rage of comment last night, much of it opposed to 
the district’s multimillion-dollar water project.___ 
The occasion was a public 
hearing called by the directors 
for discussion of a proposed 
change in the method of financ­ 
ing the district’s $21 million 
share of the $47.7 million. Son­ 
oma-Marin Aqueduct. 
About 50 county residents 
showed up at the district, board 
room. It was a partisan group 
and strongly vocal against the 
aqueduct. 
Some — representing ecolo­ 
gy, conservation and recreation 
groups — put forth suggestions 
as complex as high combustion 
systems for the burning of se­ 
wage and for the treatment of 
effluent to make it potable. 
Some charged the project's 
effect will be to stimulate popu­ 
lation growth and benefit, real 


estate interests. They said the 
project would lead to “degrada­ 
tion of our communities.” Oth­ 
ers questioned the need for 
water now, or for the amount, 
projected by the district staff 
for 1993. 
Between the criticism and 
comment of the project, its pur­ 
pose and need were outlined by 
the directors and district Gen. 
Mgr. William. R. Seeger. 
Directors described legisla­ 
tion they seek in order to ac­ 
quire financing for the project 
without going to the voters for 
approval of bond issues. 
(Voters last November nar­ 
rowly passed an $11.5 million 
bond issue, with approximately 
$4 million earmarked for the 


aqueduct project. Voters w'ere 
told before the election that ad­ 
ditional stages of the project 
would be financed by a series of 
bond issues submitted for their 
approval.) 
Legislation sought would per­ 
mit. the district to 'borrow?' $18 
million from the Sonoma Water 
Agency, a partner in the pro­ 
ject and. repay it out of district 
revenue. 
Seeger outlined water studies 
made since November 1962 and 
a chart was distributed showing 
requirements rising from 36.700 
acre feet of water this year to 
87.000 acre feet in 1993. The 
district claimed that water 
needs will increase more than 
the increase in. population be­ 
cause anticipated rises in in­ 
comes will encourage more 
water use. 
A 4 per cent annual increase 
in population for this period 
was forecasted. 
Jerry Kresy, Tamalpais Val­ 
ley resident and a director of 
the Marin Ecology Center, said 
the project would be used to 
bring another 200,000 people 
into Marin County. 
“We know you can do this,” 


Kresy told the board, “but we 
don’t want you to. Don’t plan on 
this growth in order to create 
it.” 
Director Ray W. Foreaker, 
Jr. countered that he would not 
“vote to restrict utilities to con­ 
trol 'population.” 
Tar Taul of Greenbrae, chair­ 
man of the Marin Chapter of 
the Sierra Club, also said the 
project would be used to stimu­ 
late population and added that 
“the prospect of water for West 
Morin is a realtor’s delight...”' 
“How can you be for water 
and against conservation?” he 
asked. “We don’t want another 
Wonderland a ia San Diego.” 
W’hile the water district’s 
share of the project costs has 
been listed as $21 million in 
past accounts, Foreaker said 
last night that this was the ini­ 
tial capital cost. Interest would 
probably double this amount by 
the time the aqueduct is finally 
.paid for. he said. 
“At the present time,” Taul 
told the directors, “you are 
coming on as merchants of wa­ 
ter. “You obviously don’t want

A 'Hands And Knees' 
Fire Investigation 


SANTA CRUZ, Calif (UPI)—

M c H e n r y said the blaze 
might slow fall admission an­ 
nouncements by six weeks, but 
added; “ The show must go on.”

CBS Balks 
At Subpoena 
On 'Selling7 


NEW Y O R K (UPI)—C BS has 
r e f u s e d to turn over to a 
congressional 
subcommittee 
certain material used by the 
network while making its tele­ 
vision documentary, “ The Sell­ 
ing of the Pentagon.” 
CBS President Frank Stanton 
said the subpoena issued by the 
investigations subcommittee of 
the House Commerce Commit­ 
tee “ raises an unprecedented 
issue in the history of the rela­ 
tionship between the federal 
government and the press in 
this nation.” 
The network president said, 
“ No newspaper, magazine or 
other part of the press could be 
required 
constitutionally 
to 
comply with such a subpoena 
with respect to material gath­ 
ered by reporters in the course 
of a journalistic investigation 
but not published. 
“ Unlike other instances in 
which a committee of the Con­ 
gress has subpoenaed broadcas­ 
ters’ materials, this subpoena 
appears to involve no question 
of alleged violation of criminal 
law on the part of the broadcas­ 
ter and no question of any gov­ 
ernmental interest in whether 
the broadcaster had evidence 
pertinent to the criminal prose­ 
cution of third persons. Rather, 
the sole purpose of this sub­ 
poena, so far as we can ascer­ 
tain it, is to obtain materiais 
which will aid the committee in 
subjecting to legislative surv­ 
eillance the news judgements of 
CBS in preparing “ The Selling 
of the Pentagon.” 


“ The fact that television and 
radio stations are licensed by 
the government does not de­ 
prive the broadcast press *of 
First Amendment protection, 
and the courts have so held,” 
said Stanton. “ That protection 
does not depend upon whether 
the government believes we are 
r i g h t or wrong in our news 
judgements.” 


The s u b p o e n a asked for 
“ all film, workprints, outtakes,- 
sound tape recordings, written 
scripts and-or transcripts pre­ 
pared, obtained, or utilized in 
whole or part”.

He said reading the story of 
Judas Iscariot, the betrayer of 
Jesus, reminded him of such 
men, and added: 
‘ ‘ H o w can one fail on this 
occasion to weep for the deli­ 
berate defection of some priests 
and the moral mediocrity by 
which they pretend it is natural 
and logical to break a long pre­ 
meditated 
promise 
solemnly 
taken b e f o r e Christ und the 
Church.” 
The Pope made a new de­ 
fense of the Church’s celibacy 
law and said he was praying 
for priests who abide by it. 
Earlier Thursday, 54 of the 
nearly 5,0(M) priests resident in 
Rome went to St. John in Later­ 


an to publicly renew their vows 
in a ceremony begun last year 
by the Vatican. 
The International Synod of 
Bishops next October will dis­ 
cuss problems of the priest­ 
hood, including a proposal to 
allow mature married men to 
be ordained in areas where 
clergy are particularly scarce. 
The Maundy Thursday ser­ 
vice commenorating the Last 
Supper and the betrayal and 
arrest of Jesus opened the pas­ 
sion ceremonies which will end 
with the Resurrection service in 
St. 
Peter's 
Basilica 
Sunday 
morning and the Pope’s bless­ 
ing to the world. 
A moving feature of Thurs­ 
day’s service was the Pope’s 
washing and kissing the feet of 
12 men from a Rome old peo­ 
ple’s home—a gesture of humil­ 
ity recalling the same action 
performed by Jesus for his dis­ 
ciples on the first Holy Thurs­ 
day.

GM Board 
S. African 


DETROIT (UPD-The board 
of directors of General Motors 
Corp. has urged stockholders to 
vote against a number of pro­ 
posed corporate changes, in­ 
cluding one that would force the 
company to stop making cars in 
South Africa. 
GM and Ford Motor Co., in 
proxy 
statements 
mailed 
Thursday, also indicated the 
take home pay of their top exe­ 
cutives was less in 1970 than in 
1969. 
The GM board, in its state­ 
ment, unanimously urged “ no” 
votes on the changes submitted 
by the Project on Corporate 
Responsibility, similar to ones 
rejected by stockholders at last 
year’s shareholder’s meeting. 
This year’s meeting will be 
held May 21 at Detroit’s Cobo 
Hall. 


The board also recommended 
rejection of a proposal that 
would force the company to- 
“ not conduct manufacturing op­ 
erations in the Republic of 
South Africa.” 


Submitted by the Missionary 
Society of the Protestant Epis­ 
copal C h u r c h in the United 
S t a t e s , which holds 12,574 
shares of GM stock, the resolu­ 
tion would require the company 
to “ wind up its present manu­ 
facturing operations there as 
expeditiously as possible,” 


The church said GM should 
cease operations in South Afri­ 
ca 
because 
that 
country’s 
apartheid policy “ creates an 
extreme risk of eventual tur­ 
moil and instability in South

Another would require GM to 
publish in its annual report 
“ detailed descriptions of specif­ 
ic new techniques in automotive 
air pollution control and motor 
vehicle safety,” a breakdown 
showing the p o r t i o n s of 
“ blacks, Orientals, American 
Indians, 
Spanish-sumamed 
Americans and women” em­ 
ployed by GM and in what kind 
of jobs, and details of why mo­ 
dels were recalled. 
The third project recommen­ 
dation would allow nominations 
to the Board of Directors by 
petitions signed by 100 share­ 
holders.

A 'Hands And Knees'

pertinent to the criminal prose­ 
cution of third persons. Rather, 
the sole purpose of this sub­ 
poena, so far as we can ascer­ 
tain it, is to obtain materials 
which will aid the committee in 
subjecting to legislative surv­ 
eillance the news judgements of 
CBS in preparing “The ,Selling 
of the Pentagon.”

Three out of five male stu­ 
dents and one of three female 
students hold down jobs while 
attending classes, according to 
Dr. Stanley Goertzen, chairman 
of the psychology department. 


Nearly 1.400 of the college's 
full-time students are working 
an a v e r a g e of 16 hours per 
week. Married students tend to 
work more hours the survey 
showed. 
Most students are employed 
off campus with only 12 per 
cent working on campus as stu­ 
dent assistants or in work-study 
programs. 
The survey showed that 75 
per cent of the students work in 
the evenings and on Saturdays. 
The unemployment rate was 
listed at 20 per cent. “ This sug­ 
gests that there are about 300 
students at the college who 
have been u n a b l e to find 
work." Goertzen said. 
He also found that 75 per cent 
of the men and 33 per cent of 
the women held jobs last sum­ 
mer. Most of the students hold 
year-round jobs and simply in­ 
crease their work load during 
summer months.

Table Tennis Association, spok e 
at a news conference shortly 
after the team ’s arriv al from 
Japan, where it participated in 
the 31st World Table Tennis 
Tou rnament. 
“We rejected the thou ght,” 
Steenhov en said when ask ed if 
he thou ght the inv itation was 
politically oriented . 
“The reason we are going 
there has nothing to d o with 
politics. It will be a meeting of 
table tennis team s.” 
Steenhov en also said , “ We 
may inv ite the Chinese play ers 
to v isit the United States.” 
Pressed for a more d efinite 
statement 
abou t 
su ch 
an 
inv itation he replied , “We will 
think abou t this.” 
George Harrison, Wilmington- 
Del., chairman of the technical 
committee of the International 
Table Tennis Fed eration, said 
he and all members of the 
team were “d elighted ” by the 
chance to v isit China.

Steenhov en said he was told 
by the Chinese that the team 
will be leav ing for China on 
Satu rd ay . 
CTS officials said the team 
will leav e by mid morning train 
from the Kowloon terminal of 
the Kowloon-Canton Railway . A

“We rejected the thought,” 
Steenhoven said when asked if 
he thought the invitation was 
politically oriented. 
“'The reason _ we are going 
there has nothing to do with 
politics. It will be a meeting of 
table tennis teams." 
Steenhoven also said, “ We 
rnay invite 'the Chinese players 
to visit the United States.”

think about 'this."

SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - 
University of California Pres­ 
ident Charles J. Hitch said 
Thursday night institutions of 
higher learning must adopt 
alternatives to reduce the 
number of doctorates. 
In a talk before the San 
Francisco and Peninsula Plan­ 
ning Executives Institute, he 
quoted projections from, the 
U.S. 
Office 
of 
Education 
showing 60,000 Ph.D.’s will be 
awarded in 1980 compared with 
25,000 in 1970 and 10,000 in 1960. 
At the same time, he said, a 
recent 
study 
showed 
that 
universities in the United States 
are producing 30 per cent more 
Ph.D.’s than the country can 
use, and the long-range trend 
will apparently be worse. 
“ I should emphasize that we 
are not about to see droves of 
new Ph.D.’s out walking the 
street,” Hitch said. 
“ They will, of course, get 
jobs. But they will be taking 
jobs below those for which their 


training has prepared them. 
And, perhaps more importantly, 
they will be bumping lesser 
degree holders from jobs they 
potentially would have had.” 
One 
alternative, 
said 
the 
educator, would 
be 
to 
cut 
enrollments in doctoral pro­ 
grams such as Harvard, Yale 
and other schools have done. 
Another alternative would be to 
adopt the Carnegie Commis­ 
sion’s recommendation of a 
specialized 
doctor 
of 
arts 
degree for teachers at the state 
college or community college 
level. 
Hitch added that either of the 
two alternatives would be met 
by ‘ powerful resistance” from 
universities which refuse to 
acknowledge change. 
“ I’m not saying this resis­ 
tance would be all wrong,” 
added Hitch. 
“ Indeed, from 
several points of view, it would 
appear to be an attempt to 
protect the very best aspects of 
American higher education.”

ÀBAG, But Resolves Nothing 
Losses Drop 
In 1970 


Fire losses in San Rafael to­ 
taled $244,525 during 1970, about 
$69,000 less than 1969, according 
to the annual report issued this 
week by Fire Chief Van Trivett. 
The reduction was attributed 
to a decrease in the number of 
large fires during 1970. In the 
previous year, a July blaze at 
the Brodie and Schwerin San 
R a f a e l Tire and Brake Co 
caused $150,000 damage. 
The most damaging blaze of 
1970 occurred Oct. 28 when the 
$40,000 Fairhills home of build­ 
ing contractor Spero P. Spiliotis 
was destroyed along with $25,- 
000 in contents. 
Fire damage to commercial 
structures and apartments to­ 
taled $125,685 last year, as com­ 
pared to $218,280 in 1969, 
and 
damage to dwellings totaled 
$118,840, as compared to $95,320 
in 1969. 
During the year, the chief 
said the department responded 
to 1,266 calls, 53 more than in 
1969, with 535 fire calls and 731 
nonfire calls. 
Of the fire calls, 151 were 
structure fires, 187 brush and 
grass fires, and 131 vehicle 
fires. 
Of the nonfire calls, 166 were 
false alarms, 125 emergency 
calls, 77 lockouts and 75 need­ 
less calls.

Fire tosses in San Rafael to­ 
taled $244,525 during 1970* about 
$69,000 less than 1969, according 
to the annual report issued this 
week by Fire Chief Van Trivett. 
The reduction was attributed 
to a decrease in the number of 
large fires during 1970. In the 
previous year, a July blaze at 
the Brodie and Schwerin San 
R a f a e l Tire and Brake Co 
caused $150,000 damage. 
The most damaging blaze of 
1970 occurred Oct. 28 when the 
$40,000 Fairhiils home of build­ 
ing contractor Spero P. Spiliotis 
was destroyed along with $25,- 
000 in contents. 
Fire ijamage to commercial 
structures and apartments to­ 
taled $125,685 last year, as com­ 
pared to $218,280 in 1969, and 
damage to dwellings totaled 
$118,840, as compared to $95,320 
in 1969. 
During the year, the chief 
said the department responded 
to 1,266 calls, 53 more than in 
1969, with 535 fire calls and 731 
nonfire calls.

Three senators who met with 
President 
Nixon 
before

away with the impression Nixon 
plans to withdraw all American 
troops from Vietnam by the 
end of 1972. 
Senate 
Republican 
Leader 
Hugh Scott quoted Nixon as 
saying: “ I have a date in mind. 
I have a plan and a timetable 
for ending the war.” He said 
any withdrawal would have to 
involve a release of American 
prisoners of war, however. 
Scott said Nixon’s plan calls 
for complete withdrawal of all 
troops, military advisers and 
air support before his present 
term expires. 
Assistant Senate Democratic 
leader Robert C. Byrd said 
Nixon “ did not state a definite 
date, but I have the very 
definite impression from what 
he said that the President has a 
date in mind. I think there's 
justification for thinking w’e'll 
be out by Dec. 31, 1972.” 
Assistant Senate Republican 
leader Robert P. Griffin said 
Nixon “ in a practical sense” 
set a date for ending the war: 
“ election day, 1972.” 
White House Press Secretary 
Ronald L. Ziegler 
denied, 
however, the President had set 
a definite date for withdrawal 
in his briefing with congression­ 
al leaders. 
“ It would be incorrect to say 
the President has at this time a 
specific date on which he feels 
his plan would be completed,” 
Ziegler said. 
Nixon specifically said in his 
speech he would not set a 
withdrawal deadline. He said 
only that he would remove an 
additional 
100,000 troops by 
Dec. 1, lowering the American 
troop commitment to 184.000. 
Scott 
said, 
however, 
the 


President 
knew 
he 
would 
discuss 
the 
briefing 
with 
newsmen, and that Nixon was 
unmistakably clear about his 
intentions. 


“ I am satisfied he has a fixed 
date for ending the^war, except 
for the caveat of the prisoners 
of war,” Scott said. He said the 
date might “ float” a few days 
or weeks either way, but there 
was no doubt of the firmness of 
the withdrawal deadline. 


Scott said Nixon meant a 
complete and total withdrawal 
—with no residual forces, no 
troops, no air support either 
from within or outside South 
Vietnam. 


Nixon’s speech and Scott’s 
statements failed to quiet 
Nixon’s critics, however.

groups planning mass antiwar 
rallies in Washington and San 
Francisco April 24 said the 
demonstrations would go on as 
planned.

Laws Too Complicated 
Become Self-Defeating 


, Laws and regulations that are too 
difficult to understand are self-de­ 
feating. 
As a law's intricacies become 
more and more beyond the grasp of 
the average citizen, his respect for 
that law grows less and less. Its 
enforcement 
becomes 
more 
and 
more difficult. 
Even the most law-abiding is 
aware that he sometimes trespasses 
on some of the obscure provisions 
and court interpretations of the my­ 
riad statutes of government. And he 
may be dimly aware that he likely 
violates many more regulations that 
have the force of law through hav­ 
ing been adopted by some bureau­ 
cratic agency to e n f o r c e the 
intricate laws it administers. 


RIGHT NOW, just about everyone 
over the age of 21 (and some who 
are younger) is painfully aware of a 
couple of laws that verge on the 
limits of understanding: the state 
and federal income tax laws. 
The Internal Revenue Service es­ 
timates that about half of the na­ 
tion's taxpayers this year took their 
returns to an outsider, generally an 
income tax preparation service, for 
help. The rules on what can and 
cannot be deducted, what must be 
counted as income and what does 
not count, were just too much for 
them. 
Having called in an outsider to 
prepare the return, however, the 
average citizen still cannot be sure 
he got the refund to which he was 
entitled, or paid the tax for which 
he was legally obligated. 


THE WALL STREET JOURNAL 
did an interesting experiment. It 
sent a reporter with an Atlanta tax­ 
payer to five different income tax 
preparation offices. He presented 


each of them the same data. One 
figured he was due a federal refund 
of $652.04. Another said he owed the 
federal government $141. The rest 
were in between. 
Georgia has the withholding sys­ 
tem for state income taxes. The 
refunds the consultants said this 
taxpayer should have from the state 
ranged from $181.04 down to $55. 
The IRS itself then figured the 
man’s federal tax and found he had 
a $400.94 refund coming. The Geor­ 
gia Revenue Department set his 
state tax refund at $117.80. 
The Wall Street Journal story con­ 
tained this: 
“ S. Bonsai White Jr., a partner at 
Alex Brown and Sons, a Baltimore 
brokerage firm, says a major rea­ 
son for the (tax preparation service) 
industry’s growth is the growing 
complexity of tax laws and tax deci­ 
sions.” 
THE COMPLEXITY, of course, 
creates loopholes. That is why, ac­ 
cording to Rep. Henry S. Reuss, D- 
Wis., 56 persons in the United States 
legally paid no tax at all on incomes 
of more than $1 million each in 1969. 
And a revision of the law last year 
failed to close all the loopholes, ac­ 
cording to Reuss. 
Since the California form is mo­ 
deled after the federal, it contains 
the same complexities. 
Many of the law’s intricacies 
were included in an attempt at equi­ 
ty. But laws and regulations that 
are too difficult to understand are 
self-defeating. 
Theoretically, a tax on incomes is 
the most equitable form of taxation. 
But that is not true with the existing 
statutes. They are too complicated. 
While 
legislators 
are debating 
about “ tax reform,” it might pay 
them to look into tax simplification.

Government Creates Monopoly 
In More Fields Than One

SACRAMENTO — (CNS) 
Any student p u r s u i n g the 
American way of life cannot 
be expected to come up with 
any other conclusion than that 
the American people are nuts, 
as he follows inconsistent paths 
in the laws they make and ex­ 
pect the populace to live by. 
For instance, the federal gov­ 
ernment has laws preventing 
monopolies, while city govern­ 
ments pass laws granting mon­ 
opolies. 
Anyhow, such must be the 
conclusion of Sen Alfred H. 
Song, D-Monterey Park, who 
recently introduced legislation 
to prevent cities of more than 


half a million population from 
granting monopoly franchises 
to a single taxicab company. 
IN CALIFORNIA'S largest 
city, says Senator Song, cab 
service is a “ disaster” . 
“ There a single company is 
the only one permitted to do 
business. It has just not been 
able to do the job and as a 
result, those without cars, in­ 
cluding thousands of sick and 
elderly people, are practically 
helpless as far as transporta­ 
tion is concerned,” he said. 
“ The inadequacies are the re­ 
sult of having a monopoly. The 
way to get good service in our 
free 
enterprise 
system 
is 
through competition.”

THE CALIFORNIA 
Public 
Utilities Commission is proba­ 
bly the closest government-fi­ 
nanced organization engaging 
in supervision of monopolies, 
with its stringent requirements 
on the transportation business, 
the moving business, furnishing 
gas. power and water. 
The commission builds its au­ 
thorities through “ public conve­ 
nience and necessity.” But just 
why five men and a staff of so- 
called experts should be al­ 
lowed to determine what is 
public convenience and necessi­ 
ty would be a mystery to any 
student of government who did 
not happen to be aware of the 
fact that the power companies, 
the railroads and others of the 
real sizable concerns governed 
by the utilities commission are 
banded together (unofficially, of 
course) to prevent competition. 


AGAIN, 
THE 
STUDENT 
would find we live in a world of 
anachronisms. 
For 
instance, 
government contributes to the 
liquor monopoly by allowing 
the liquor industry to post its 
own prices, and provides for 
enforcement 
of 
penalties 
against those who do not ob­ 
serve them. 
The liquor industry’ is proba­ 
bly the worst example of mono- 
p o 1 i s t i c price fixing to the 
detriment of the public, all done 
of course, for “ protection” to 
the retailer. 
Sometime 
the buyer may 
come to the conclusion it’s time 
to stop protecting the seller and 
give the public a break by al­ 
lowing competition. 
But that’s a long way off.

Vision Testing 
Calls For Experts 


The ambitious project of the 
Marin Speech and Hearing Cen­ 
ter (March 29, I.J.) to screen 
pre-school children for speech, 
hearing and vision problems is 
to be commended. However, it 
seems strange to me that spe­ 
cialists will be used to screen 
for speech and hearing prob­ 
lems, and only trained volun­ 
teers (non-professionals) will be 
used to screen for vision prob­ 
lems. 


I wonder what trained volun­ 
teers can determine, and how 
many vision problems will go 
undetected. How' many unsus­ 
pecting parents possibly will be 
given self assurance that their 
child has no v i s i o n or sight 
problem, when in fact a sight 
or vision problem may exist? 


Many eye specialist and edu­ 
cators are well aware that the 
human with sight relies on that 
sight and vision to make 80 per 
cent of his decisions. Every mo­ 
ment of our waking hours util­ 
ize the visual s y s t e m . For 
example, try to close your eyes 
and eat your next meal, read or 
write a letter, walk around 
your house. 


Yet the Marin Speech and 
Hearing Center and the Marin 
County 
superintendent 
of 
schools will give vision and 
sight testing its least emphasis 
when they screen for speech, 
hearing and vision problems. 


What vision problems will the 
“ volunteers” be able to uncover 
or not uncover? Will they deter­ 
mine the multitude of vision 
and sight problems that do ex­ 
ist? What of the more publi­ 
cized eye problem, amblyopia 
(lazy eye)? . . . 


Volunteers are to be com­ 
mended, but- can they really 
solve a major problem of such 
important magnitude as vision 
and sight? A professional is 
needed just as much to screen 


for vision problems as for hear­ 
ing and speech problems . . .

Two-Year-Old 
Report On Traffic 


Two years ago when I ran for 
San Rafael City Council, I 
talked about the need for more 
one-way streets, synchronized 
traffic signals, free parking in 
the downtown area and creat­ 
ing a shopping mall by closing 
several blocks of Fourth Street. 
I didn’t know at that time 
that the city council had au­ 
thorized Jackson Faustman, a 
consulting traffic engineer from 
Sacramento, to survey the cen­ 
tral business district in San Ra­ 
fael and report on a traffic 
improvement plan. This survey 
was authorized in January of 
1969. The report was completed 
and returned to the city council 
in June of the same year. At 
this time I would like you to 
read the introduction of that 
report. 
“ Traffic flow in the San Ra­ 
fael central business district is 
not satisfactory. Not only is 
through-traffic 
between 
U.S. 
Highway 101 and the west sev- 
erly impeded, but local shop­ 
pers 
are 
discouraged 
from 
patronizing the establishments 
in the c e n t r a l area, traffic 
moves erratically, congestion 
and delays are common, turn­ 
ing 
movements 
into 
cross­ 
streets and into parking facili­ 
ties are difficult and made only 
under hazardous conditions . .. 
“ It is apparent from the fore­ 
going that traffic improvements 
in San Rafael, desirable today, 
will be essential tomorrow if 
total traffic stagnation is to be 
avoided; stagnation which is 
followed almost invariably by 
decay and deterioration.” 
The Faustman report plans 
for Fifth Avenue to be one-way 
west, Fourth one-way east. A 
and C would be one way north, 
and B and D one-way south . .. 
The Faustman report stresses 
the urgency of doing something 
now. In two months two years 
will have passed since this re­ 
port has been done. If we wait 
much longer we will have to 
have another survey before 
anything is done to solve the 
problems that exist in San Ra­ 
fael. We can’t afford to contin­ 
ue waiting until tomorrow to 
solve vesterday’s problems.

Protest Over Calley Verdict 
Reflects Attitude Against War 


employee reflects a very gener- 
WASHINGTON — Who would 
have thought that the jury ver­ 
dict against Lt. William Calley 
for the.My Lai civilian killings 
would have united the nation — 
dove and hawk. pro-Vietnam 
and 
anti-Vietnam, 
pro-Nixon 
and anti-Nixon in one massive, 
angry protest? On the surface it 
must appear that there is some 
terrifying gap between the con­ 
science of the military jury, 
which was unanimous against 
Calley, and the conscience of 
the American people, who are 
nearly unanimous in behalf of 
Calley. 
I do not see it that way. I feel 
the conscience of the jury and 
the conscience of the nation 
have much in common. 
The military jury, made up 
not of armchair-generals but of 
young combat veterans, was 
appraising the events of My Lai 
and Calley’s part in them, and 
found he violated the rules of 
war which he had been taught. 
It was an honest and honora­ 
ble verdict. 
The public jury is expressing 
an equally honest and honora­ 
ble determination that Lieuten­ 
ant Calley not be made a lone 
scapegoat for actions for which 
he is not alone responsible.

But there 
are worse things than the bru­ 
tal consequences of war. They 
are the brutal consequences of 
an independent nation having 
its independence destroyed by 
an aggressor. 
This does not mean that the 
United States can shield every 
harassed country, but it will be 
a bad day if the American peo­ 
ple always shrink from protect­ 
ing the peace because war is 
too brutal.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Laws Too Complicated 
Become Self-Defeating 


Laws and regulations that are too 
difficult to understand are self-de­ 
feating. 
As a law’s intricacies become 
more and more beyond the grasp of 
the average citizen, his respect for 
that law grows less and less. Its 
enforcement 
becomes 
more 
and 
more difficult. 
; Even the most law-abiding is 
aware that he sometimes trespasses 
on some of the obscure provisions 
and court interpretations of the my­ 
riad statutes of government. And he 
may be dimly aware that he likely 
violates many more regulations that 
have the force of law through hav­ 
ing been adopted by some bureau­ 
cratic agency to e n f o r c e the 
intricate laws it administers. 


RIGHT NOW, just about everyone 
over the age of 21 (and some who 
are younger) is painfully aware of a 
couple of laws that verge on the 
limits of understanding: the state 
and federal income tax laws. 
The Internal Revenue Service es­ 
timates that about half of the na­ 
tion’s taxpayers this year took their 
returns to an outsider, generally an 
income tax preparation service, for 
help. The rules on what can and 
cannot be deducted, what must be 
counted as income and what does 
not count, were just too much for 
them. 
Having called in an outsider to 
prepare the return, however, the 
average citizen still cannot be sure 
he got the refund to which he was 
entitled, or paid the tax for which 
he was legally obligated. 


THE WALL STREET JOURNAL 
did an interesting experiment. It 
sent a reporter with an Atlanta tax­ 
payer to five different income tax 
preparation offices. He presented 


each of them the same data. One 
figured he was due a federal refund 
of $652.04. Another said he owed the 
federal government $141. The rest 
were in between. 
Georgia has the withholding sys­ 
tem for state income taxes. The 
refunds the consultants said this 
taxpayer should have from the state 
ranged from $181.04 down to $55. 
The IRS itself then figured the 
man’s federal tax and found he had 
a $400.94 refund coming. The Geor­ 
gia Revenue Department set his 
state tax refund at $117.80. 
The Wall Street Journal story con­ 
tained this: 
“S. Bonsai White Jr., a partner at 
Alex Brown and Sons, a Baltimore 
brokerage firm, says a major rea- 
son for the (tax preparation service) 
industry’s growth is the growing 
complexity of tax laws and tax deci­ 
sions.” 
THE COMPLEXITY, of course, 
creates loopholes. That is why, ac­ 
cording to Rep. Henry S. Reuss, D- 
W’is., 56 persons in the United States 
legally paid no tax at all on incomes 
of more than $1 million each in 1969. 
And a revision of the law last year 
failed to close all the loopholes, ac­ 
cording to Reuss. 
Since the California form is mo­ 
deled after the federal, it contains 
the same complexities. 
Many of the law’s intricacies 
were included in an attempt at equi­ 
ty. But laws and regulations that 
are too difficult to understand are 
self-defeating. 
Theoretically, a tax on incomes is 
the most equitable form of taxation. 
But that is not true with the existing 
statutes. They are too complicated. 
While 
legislators are debating 
about “tax reform,” it might pay 
them to look into tax simplification.

Anybody who draws 
that much supporting mail ob­ 
viously is an attractive person 
for any politician to have his 
picture taken with, no m atter 
that he was just found guilty of 
assassinating at least 22 help­ 
less civilians.

I T ’ S ALSO THE SORT of 
thing you would expect from 
Lester Maddox. 
He became governor of Geor­ 
gia by riding public sentiment, 
whether or not. that had any­ 
thing to do with morality or 
decent government. 
That part is a little subtle for 
Wallace and Maddox. Their ap­ 
titude is not so much for inter­ 
preting mail and sentiment as 
for merely adding it up. And it. 
adds up to a great o u t c r y 
against 
the 
Establishment, 
w h i c h to hawks of the right 
means mealy-mouthed political 
advocates of a “no-win” policy, 
and to doves of the left means 
the. presidents and generals 
who allowed us to enter Viet­ 
nam in the first place. 
Add together all those hawk 
post cards and dove telegrams 
and you h a v e a lot of anti- 
Establishment voters, and that 
is why Wallace and Maddox 
climbed upon the stump at that 
American Legion rally in Col­ 
u m b u s and told the folks to 
keep up their protests. If the 
pressure is maintained, they 
said, Mr. Nixon will surely “do 
the right thing.” 


BUT IS T H A T WHAT we 
should expect from the Presi­ 
dent of the United States? 
That is what Maddox and 
Wallace 
expected; 
and 
less 
than 24 hours after they made 
their prediction, he proved they 
understood him well. He an­ 
nounced that he would step in 
with a final personal review of 
the military courts’ findings, 
thus making it clear he, like the 
two Deep South politicians, di­ 
vined “ the right t h i. n g *1 by 
counting Ms mail. 
Consider what the President’s 
decision means. He is the com­ 


mander in chief of all the re­ 
viewing officers, tie power who 
appoints the judges of the U.S. 
Court of Military Appeals and 
the secretary of the Army. At 
every level of appeal and re­ 
view he is going to be looking 
over their shoulders, his pre­ 
judice in favor of the defendant 
already strongly implied. Con­ 
sider what effect that will have 
on the appeal and review pro­ 
cess. 


LESS THAN A WEEK ago, 
after the court’s initial decision 
and verdict were reached, I 
was able to write that it had 
been a cold and objective pro­ 
ceeding — and that only so long 
as such proceedings are possi­ 
ble can we continue to live un­ 
der a, 
government of laws, 
rather than of men. Now that 
laboriously 
sustained 
atmos­ 
phere of judicial propriety is 
shattered. 
The most astounding thing 
about 
the 
President’s threa­ 
tened intervention, .alter the 
mere fact of it, is the blatancy 
with which it was stated. John 
D. Ehrlichman, Ms domestic 
policy cMef, did the talking. It 
was one qualified lawyer speak­ 
ing for another. 
Yet Ehrlichman said,, flat on. 
the record, that the President 
was stepping in because the 
case had “captured the interest 
of the American people to the 
degree that it has.” As he put 
it, Mr. Nixon wants to be cer­ 
tain. that the Calley verdict will 
get "another ingredient of re­ 
view" w'hieh weighs more than 
merely “stark legal issues.” 


THIS FROM TWO lawyers, 
mind you, two of the principals 
in the great law and order cru­ 
sade of the autumn of 1970. And 
racing around the country im­ 
mediately after the announce­ 
ment, Herbert Klein did Ms 
best to weasel their words by 
denying that Mr. Nixon would 
make his final decision by con­ 
sulting public opinion poHs. No 
poUs are necessary when the 
mail shows that the case “has 
captured the interest of the 
American people to the degree 
that it has.” 
No, it’s not what you should, 
expect from the President of 
the United States. From two 
tinhorn southern politicians at a 
Legion raUy, p e r h a p s . Or 
maybe from a Roman emperor. 
The emperors made life-and- 
death decisions by gauging the 
roar of the crowd - thumbs up 
or thumbs down. But at least 
they didn’t caU that a fair trial. 
They called it a circus.

Marin Landlords Found 
Distrustful Of Young People

Parade Of Broken Promises 
Brings Anger To Marin City 


Persons who attend meetings 
in Marin City for the first time 
are often surprised at the anger 
exhibited by some residents, 
particularly if the 'discussion 
turns to community develop­ 
ment. 
Even a cursory look at the 
brief history of the southern, 
Marin community will show 
ample reasons for that anger. 
For 15 years the residents 
have been inundated with plans 
and proposals for transforming. 
Marin City into a complete sub­ 
urban community. For 15 years 
these same residents have been 
disappointed when the grand 
schemes failed to materialize. 
And residents have found,, 
through frustration and bitter 
experience, that a community 
without the tax base that devel­ 
opment brings is a community 
without power, dependent on 
the crumbs that happen to fall 
from rich, developed areas. 
THE LIST OF B R O K E N 
promises is appalling and is 
reason for the chagrin one sees 
at meetings. In 1958, for exam­ 
ple, Marin County Redevelop­ 
ment 
Agency 
b o r r o w e d 
$1,500,000 from the federal gov­ 
ernment to pay for construction 
of streets, sewers, etc. 
To get the loan, the redevel­ 
opment agency had to promise 
$778,000 in local funds or contri­ 
butions. The promises of assist­ 
ance were relative easy to 
obtain. Getting the local, contri­ 
butors to make good on their 
promises is another matter. 
As part of the local share, 
Sausalito School District prom­ 
ised to build an elementary 
school in Marin City. Ten years 
later no school is even contem- 
p 1 a t e d for the area and the 
school district is giving serious 
thought to closing the communi­ 
ty’s only school, Manzanita. 
As part of the same agree­ 
ment, Tamalpais High School 
District vowed to build a high 
school in Marin City. To date, 
nothing has come of the agree­ 
ment. 


ABOUT THE SAME time the 
County of Marin pledged to 
build a police and fire station to 
replace the shack and trailer 
which served 6 (inadequately 
even then). Recently, county su­ 
pervisors approved plans for 
the long-awaited complex, iron­ 
ically at a time when the fire 
station may no longer be neces­ 
sary. 
Marin City is included in a 
study on consolidating all fire 
protection in southern Marin 
into one department. The study 
will show, among other things, 
the most efficient locations for 
substations; Marin City may 
not be among them. 


FOR SEVEN YEARS Califor­ 
nia Development Co. had sole 
rights to development in Marin 
City. It made glowing promises 
of what it would accomplish. 
Despite the fact the company 
failed to perform, the Marin 
County Redevelopment Agency 
granted it six extensions. After 
all that time Cal Development 
left Marin City last year. 


Now the Marin Urban Devel­ 
opment Association is seeking 
exclusive development rights to 
lands in Marin City, and, Wal­ 
lace K. Shepherd, new head of 
the redevelopment agency, is 
dealing with several private de­ 
velopers who have expressed 
interest in purchasing some or 
all of the choicer lands. 


Conflict has developed be­ 
cause the urban devel.opm.ent 
association resents the fact oth­ 
er developers are being brought 
in. 
The question of who will de­ 
velop Marin City remains unan- 
s w e r e d , but one thing is 
certain: Any developer coming 
into the community had best 
not make promises that can’t 
be kept. 
Marin City residents are tired 
— understandably so — of 
promises. They want results 
and are determined to get 
them.

Most of them regard me with 
immediate distrust at my inqui­ 
ries regarding their houses and 
fidget while trying to “politely” 
get rid of me. It seems that 
while they want me to have 
respect for them and their pro­ 


perty and. whatever else 'they 
value, they infer perhaps by 
my lackadaisical, way of dress­ 
ing and my youth a lack of 
responsibility and trust. It was 
at the end of a six-month look­ 
ing stage when I reached such 
a sense of unsettled security as 
to make a d e c i s i o n which 
showed me another kind of lan­ 
dlord. - 
Two of us agreed to pay $145 
a month for a one room kitch- 
en-bathroom bottom, of a house 
t h r o u g h which winter rain 
flowed freely from the Mil be­ 
hind. The rent, we could pay, 
but the river was too much. We 
built a wall d i v e r t i n g the 
stream to the outside of the 
house. It was free of charge to 
the landlord and a remarkable 
improvement to his. property. 
When he noted it, he told us not 
to expect anything for it be­ 
cause he had not told us we 
could do it. 
But then, he d i d n ’ t really 
care about the property or the 
condition of living it offered the 
people within. It was sliding 
down the hill and he was trying 
to sell it before it got to the 
bottom. As far as I know he is 
still trying to sell it, and it is 
still sliding down the hill. 
When it came time to move 
out for a much more economi­ 
cal price and my own room, I 
felt that I had Left his place in 
better shape than when I came. 
He agreed, but when it came 
time for him to pay back the

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cleaning deposit he nicked off 
$2 for the ad it took to fill the 
p l a c e . He made us pay the 
price of his filling Ms place 
again. 
PUTTING THINGS aside for] 
a moment, there are a few lan­ 
dlords running for the board of 
trustees of this college (Marin 
Junior College District - editor) 
and I would like to know how 
some of these candidates feel 
about adequate student housing 
in this county. 
One observation that I have 
made regarding the general 
county feeling towards young 
people’s housing, is the town 
anti-commune laws. The Mgh 
rents force students to pool 
their small amounts of money 
for one house. 
This has a. way of keeping 
newcomers out of the county. It 
also .seems to indicate an aver­ 
sion on the part of certain seg­ 
ments of this population to| 
students or the younger citizens 
of a different nature than their 
own. 
When people say that money 
is powerful they are right. Mo­ 
ney is the cMef value around 
here. It takes priority over the 
ideal of learning. That must 
mean, that, we learn to make 
money. 
IT SEEMS THAT there is a 
dark cloud of distortion obscur­ 
ing the bright promise of the 
American educational system.

“It was needed because we 
realized we weren’t serving 
certain groups of people. We 
weren't serving the hip commu­ 
nity. Why would they want to 
come in here and talk to 
General Motors?"

Some of 
them are just exploring possibi­ 
lities for the future, others have 
chosen the hip life style and 
want to' know how they can 
keep it and earn a living.

small auto repair or pottery 
shops, or go to work in halfway 
houses or other social service 
institutions.

cations for Social Change.” 
“It’s getting to be a big 
thing," says Miss Decious. “It’s 
* not a free thing or a whim, 
anymore. In order to have the 
life style we want we have to 
go at it in a million different 
ways." 
How much can the “new life" 
people earn? The pay ranges 
from mere subsiste nee 
to 
$24,000 a year offered for a 
physician to run a cooperative 
clinic in Marianna, .Ark. 
Miss Decious emphasizes that 
the center is more than a job 
bureau. While it puts students 
in contact with jobs, it also 
tries to teach them how to find 
their own. 
“We try to get them in 'the 
happiest spot possible,” she 
explains. “I’m not going to plan 
their lives for them. I try to 
help them think.’’ 
“What most of these people 
needed was a little encourage­ 
ment, some examples that it 
can be done and the realization 
that a college degree does not 
necessarily lead to a manage­ 
ment position at a department 
store.”

Law Governing Information On 
Woman 
Mental Patients Draws Attack 
Is Missing 


State law prohibiting disclo­ 
sure of information about men­ 
tal patients is hampering law 
- enforcement 
and 
should 
be 
amended. 
T hat recommendation, along 
with 14 others, was released 
yesterday by the health and 
hospital committee section of 
the 1970 Marin County Grand 
Jury report. 
According to the committee, 
headed by Roberta Erlandsen 
of San Rafael, the confidentiali­ 
ty clause of the Lanterman-Pe- 
tris-Short Act “ seems to have 
resulted in the lessening of the 
security of the general public.” 
T he committee reported it 
has arranged for mental health 
officials to meet with law offi­ 
cers in order to resolve the 
conflict. 
T he recommendation was one 
of seven pertaining to the Mar­ 
in Community Mental Health 
Center. 
Other recommendations sug­ 
gest improved communications 
with county law enforcement 
and health agencies, verifica­ 
tion by the center of patients’ 
financial status before setting 
fees, improvement of its refer­ 
ral service, referral of dis­ 
turbed county prisoners to state 
facilities unless a secure area 
can be provided at the center 
and improved staff identifica­ 
tion. 
“ An open and informal at­ 
mosphere is maintained with 
the center staff, adopting a cas­ 
ual dress policy,” the report 
s a y s . “ At times this atmos­ 
phere conflicts with a need for 
greater security involving cer­ 
tain patients. 
T his particularly applies to 
patients who are brought to the 
center for treatment as an 
emergency measure, the report 
states. “ At such times, staff are 
difficult to identify and the ad­ 
missions 
procedure 
becomes 
cumbersome.” 
T he county’s public health de­ 
partment, whose director, Dr. 
Carolyn Albrecht is under fire 
from 
County 
Administrator 
Alan B r u c e for mismanage­ 
ment, is understaffed in certain 
divisions, the committee found. 
Among those understaffed, 
•the report says, is the controv­ 
ersial venereal disease clinic in 
San Rafael which should be ex­ 
panded to include a full-time 
health educator, “ along with 
adequate clinical personnel.” 
Since 1961, the VD laboratory 
staff has had the same profes- 
'sional personnel and physical 
space and the clinic staff has 
been increased by 50 per cent 


During the same period, the 
report continues, patient visits 
have increased 854 per cent. 
“ In the month of August 1970, 
more patients were interviewed 
at the clinic than in the entire 
year of 1961,” the report adds. 
T he report also says more 
health officers should be em­ 
ployed for the environmental 
health division charged with 
maintaining a healthful envi­ 
ronment in Marin. 
T hese officers should be de­ 
putized to issue misdemeanor 
citations in order to better con­ 
trol pollution and the health 
and safety regulations, the re­ 
port states. 
“A study should be made to 
determine whether some of the 
complaint work now handled by

Mental Patients Draws Attack 


State law prohibiting disclo­ 
sure o! information about men­ 
tal patients is hampering law 
enforcement 
and 
should 
be 
amended. 
Thai recommendation,, along 
with 14 others, was released 
yesterday by the health and 
hospital committee section of 
the 1970 Marin County Grand 
Jury report. 
According to the committee, 
headed by Roberta Erl and sen 
of San Rafael, the confidentiali­ 
ty clause of the Lanterman-Pe­ 
tri s-Short Act “seems to have 
resulted in the lessening of the 
security of the general public." 
The committee reported it 
has arranged for mental health 
officials to meet with law offi­ 
cers in order to resolve the 
conflict. 
The recommendation was one 
of seven pertaining to the Mar­ 
in Community Mental Health 
Center. 
Other recommendations sug­ 
gest improved communications 
with county law enforcement 
and health agencies, verifica­ 
tion by the center of patients’ 
financial status before setting 
fees, improvement of its refer­ 
ral service, referral of dis­ 
turbed county prisoners to state 
facilities unless a secure area 
can be provided at the center 
and improved staff identifica­ 
tion. 
“An open and informal at­ 
mosphere is maintained with 
the center staff, adopting a cas­ 
ual dress policy," the report 
s a y s . “At times this atmos­ 
phere conflicts with a need for 
greater security involving cer­ 
tain patients. 
This particularly applies to 
patients who are brought to the 
center for treatment as an 
emergency measure, the report 
states. “At such times, staff are 
difficult to identify and the ad­ 
missions 
procedure 
becomes 
cumbersome.” 
The county’s public health de­ 
partment, whose director, Dr. 
Carolyn Albrecht is under fire 
from. 
County 
Administrator 
Alan B r u c e for mismanage­ 
ment, is understaffed in certain 
divisions, the committee found. 
Among 
those 
understaffed, 
•the report says, is the controv­ 
ersial venereal disease clinic in 
San Rafael which should be ex­ 
panded to include a full-time 
health educator, “along with 
adequate clinical personnel.” 
Since 1961, the VD laboratory 
staff la s had the same profes- 
"sional personnel and physical 
space and the clinic staff has 
been increased by 50 'per cent. 


During the same period, the 
report continues, patient visits 
have increased 854 per cent. 
“In the month of August 1970, 
more patients were interviewed 
at the clinic than in the entire 
year of 1961,” the report adds. 
The report also says more 
health officers should be em­ 
ployed for the environmental 
health division charged with 
maintaining a healthful envi­ 
ronment in Marin. 
These officers should be de­ 
putized to issue misdemeanor 
citations in order to better con­ 
trol pollution and the health 
and safety regulations, the re­ 
port states.

telephone idea has caught on in 
many states,” she says. 
A combination of DP’SS staff, 
experienced volunteers and five 
Kappa corps members set up 
the pilot project and are contin­ 
uously training more Kappa 
volunteers to keep up with the 
growing requests of older per­ 
sons registered with the depart­ 
ment who have said they would 
like a phone pal. There is no 
random calling and no intrusion 
of anyone’s privacy. 
Because the Kappa volun­ 
teers feel that the sensitivities 
of persons involved in a tel­ 
ephone reassurance program 
are a vital ingredient, a corp 
group for a pilot project was 
formed last fall and met with 
members of the DPSS staff 
searching out the best way to 
establish a service. From this 
the initial learning program ev­ 
olved, and, in addition to Mrs. 
Boden, two retired volunteers 
stepped into integral training 
roles. 
One, Mrs. Florence Fast of 
Mill Valley, is a recently re­ 
tired DPSS staff member who 
specialized as a supervisor in 
old age assistance. From her 
years of working with the elder­ 
ly Mrs. Fast is able to spell out 
helpful ways of being a phone 
pal. She is herself proof that 
retired persons can make vital 
contributions to business. 
ANOTHER RETIREMENT- 
AGE volunteer, Bob Beebe of 
San Anselmo, coordinates the 
project within the department 
and mans the Phone Pal desk 
in the department four days a 
week. He set up the records for 
Phone Pals, handles the paper 
work and answers Kappa vol­ 
unteers’ questions. 
One 
volunteer, 
concerned 
about her phone pal’s distress 
over repair problems in her 
apartment, 
checked 
with 
Beebe, who in turn checked the 
state housing inspector and 
found a bonafide problem which 
needed handling. 
After attending a two and a 
half hour learning session each 
volunteer receives a kit con­ 
taining information so she is 
able to cope with questions of a 
wide variety. She leaves the 
session with a list of not more 
than five phone pals and the 
confidence that no question or 
need will throw her. 
Bob Beebe, who puts the kits 
together, includes numbers to 
call at DPSS, a rundown on the 
purpose of Phone Pals, infor­ 


mation from the Marin County 
Senior Coordinating Council, 
some brief tips on “ dos and 
don’ts” for telephoning, a pam­ 
phlet on Medi-Cal benefits, an 
explanation sheet on Social Ser­ 
vices Department terms, cards 
to keep notations on each phone 
pal and a sheet explaining the 
importance of confidentiality in 
the program because official 
files are used to help volunteer 


employees in their work. 
KAPPA VOLUNTEERS say 
they are bursting with warm 
anecdotes about their phone 
pals — vignettes that cannot be 
told because no names will ever 
be used. 
Much mail c o me s to the 
Phone Pal desk from persons 
who have heard about the pro­ 
gram and would like it for so­ 
meone in their f a m i l i e s , 
Marin 
Women 
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persons who do not feel they 
need it themselves but like the 
idea. Some elderly people have 
asked to become Phone Pals 
themselves. 
There is a note from a Span­ 
ish woman who says that her 
son’s friends have made her 
feel so welcome since coming to 
this country that she does not 
need this service herself, but 
she feels happy that so many 
persons who do might have the 
opportunity. Another is from a 
woman who worries about leav­ 
ing her parents, 82 and 84, 
alone while she works during 
the day. 
“ If you called and asked my 
m o t h e r if she would like a 
phone pal, she would say, ‘No, 
don’t bother,’ but will they be 
all right tomorrow and the next 
day?” her letter asks. 
TYPICAL 
OF 
reactions 
among the people phoned dur­ 
ing the pilot program was an 
elderly woman who told her 
phone pal that she just sits by 
the phone all day waiting for 
the call. 
Men take to the idea especial­ 
ly, according to Mrs. Fast, be­ 
cause they don’t have the props 
of keeping house to keep them 
occupied during the day. 
One frank woman told her 
phone pal after several weeks 
that she had anticipated it 
would be a “ damned nuisance” 
but found she was enjoying it 
immensely. 
“ THE REWARDS are mu­ 
tual,” says Mrs. John W. Nixon 
of San Rafael, president of the 
Kappa Kappa Gamma Alum­ 
nae of Marin, who has just re- 
t u r n e d 
from 
the 
Kappa 
province convention in Pacific 
Palisades, where she accepted 
the chapter’s award for enhanc­ 
ing the image of the fraternity 
in the community. 
“ The friendly voice we bring 
into a lonely, older person’s life 
has generated a warm response 
and has had a reciprocal boost 
for volunteers who are giving a 
bit of their time each week to 
the meaningful business of be­ 
ing a Phone Pal. 
“ We are trying to do it in the 
best way possible for these peo­ 
ple. We have inner motivation 
as a Kappa group since our 
national philanthropy is rehabi­ 
litation. The award we received 
is for the Phone Pal idea, and it 
was given b e c a u s e it helps 
many lonely people and costs 
almost nothing — only a little 
time and effort.

Wednesday the children, ages

There were five volunteers to 
make the matzo kugel, a pud­ 
ding that would be the main 
dish and would be served after 
the traditions of the seder were 
performed. 
The rest of the campers were 
recruited to make the charoses, 
a mixture of apples, chopped 
nuts, cinnamon, raisins, honey 
and wine, in this case grape 
juice in a red mountain bottle. 
Ten apple peelers suffered 
only one skinned knuckle, and 
there were only two minor fin­ 
ger injuries from apple chop­ 
ping. Some of the honey missed 
the bowl, but enough was sal­ 
vaged for the meal, where it 
would symbolize the mortar of 
which the Jews made bricks for 
Pharaoh in their days of slav­ 
ery in Egypt. 
“ We make charoses because 
we can't eat cement,” ex­ 
plained a camper. 
The learning process, prepar­ 
ing the seder food, continued as 
one child washed the parsley 
and another entered the kitchen 
in horror. 
“ THAT’S THE second time 
the parsley’s been washed,” he 
cried. The parsley would again 
be w-ashed because it is dipped 
into salt water during the meal 
to remind observers of the 
tears Jewish m o t h e r s shed 
when t h e i r sons were taken 
from them. 
With the eggs hard boiled and 
sliced and the radishes sliced, 
the food was r e a d y to be 
served. Some children picked 
wildflowers while others set the 
table, which included candles in 
candlesticks; a cup for Elijah, 
an invisible guest at the seder, 
who, according to Jewish le­ 
gend, will announce the coming 
of the Messiah; a wine glass; 
and a bottle of wine. 


In front of the place where 
the oldest boy, playing the role 
of father, would sit were three 
matzos covered by a cloth. 
Next — the seder, culminat­ 
ing three days of learning by 
participating — was about to 
begin. The children found their 
seats, recognizing the plates 
they had decorated. 
Most were decorated with 
Stars of David, flowers and 
peace signs, but one original 
young camper crayoned the 
message, 
“ moza 
(sic) 
meal 
mush is good for you unfortin- 
ually (sic).” 
FOLLOWING THE lighting of 
the c a n d l e s , the wine was 
blessed, the parsley dipped and 
eaten by a few. 
“ Yuck,” was the comment by 
many who braved tasting the 
curly vegetable. 
The “ father” explained the 
extra cup of wine on the table 


from all other nights?” a ques­ 
tion which is synonamous with 
Passover, was asked next. As 
tradition dictates six questions 
regarding the traditions of Pas­ 
sover were asked and answered 
by the “ father” who then told 
the story of Passover. 


The meaning >o( each food is 
asked by a child and explained 
by the father at a seder. The 
children asked, listened and 
then ate their eggs, radishes 
and horseradish, and then the 
kugel was served.

Tho u gh we do n’t wo rship ro y ­ 
al b lo o dlines, we do stand in 
awe o f mo ney . We ido lize mo ­ 
ney makers — mo v ie stars, en­ 
tertainers, 
p o liticians, 
ev en 
cro o ks (so lo ng as they main­ 
tain an au ra o f resp ectab ility ). 
WE PAY a go o d deal o f lip - 


serv ice to eq u al o p p o rtu nity , 
b u t b eing the o ffsp ring o f Pap a 
Mo ney certainly o p ens many a 
do o r that wo u ld o therwise b e 
clo sed. (As witness the nu mb er 
o f no t p articu larly talented so ns 
and dau ghters o f mo ney ed sin­ 
gers and acto rs who hav e fo u nd 
secu re p laces in mo ney -making 
p o sitio ns.)

Ev en fu rther do wn the mo ney 
tree, p ap a-p erp etu atio n is p rac­ 
ticed whenev er p o ssib le. The 
ghetto kid so meho w finds him­ 
self in jail q u icker than the so n 
o f the lo cal b u sinessman —fo r 
similar law infringements. 
Iro nically , this p heno meno n 
o f p ap a-p erp etu atio n is o ne o f 
the things which middle-class, 
white 
American 
y o u ths 
say 
they are v io lently o p p o sed to . 
They want to do t h e i r o wn 
thing, b e their o wn man. Ho w­ 
ev er, 
while 
v erb alizing 
the 
sam e, there ap p ear to b e many 
who are taking fu ll adv antage 
o f b eing the namesake o f Pap a 
Mo ney . 
Any way , call it hu man natu re 
o r whatev er, if p ap a’s (any 
p ap a) go t it, chances are he’ll 
make ev ery attem p t to see that 
his o ffsp ring get it, to o .

Papa Money Clears The Way

Francois Duvalier — more fondly (or snide- 
ly) r e f e r r e d to as Papa Doc — the self- 
proclaimed lifetime leader of Haiti, has been 
given a good deal of publicity recently. 
In his twilight years, Papa Doc has finally 
admitted (to himself presumably) that he will 
not live forever. Consequently, he has under­ 
taken some necessary and rather humorous 
motions to assure the succession of his title 
and position to his son. 
The young man, like many 
offspring of the famous and 
wealthy, is seemingly not ex­ 
actly a chip off the old block. 
And from all outward appear­ 
ances, his qualifications for the 
presidency leaves much to be 
desired. Still, he is Papa Doc’s 
son and blood is thicker than 
water. 
Though held in disdain by 
some, Papa Doc is m e r e l y 
practicing an old phenomenon, 
which could be called pa pa-per­ 
petuation. History is full of do­ 
cuments and accounts of the 
attempts of great dictators and 
rulers to perpetuate their own 
images 
via 
their offspring. 
Some attempts were successful, 
but most were dismal (even 
laughable) failures. 
EUROPEAN royalty, though 
still on the scene figuratively, 
is certainly not what it used to 
be, which further illuminates 
the problems involved in pa pa­ 
pe rpet nation. 
On the contemporary scene, 
we have watched Latin Ameri­ 
can and emerging African na­ 
tions which have had internal 
upheavals repeatedly attempt 
papa-perpetuation. 
Here in the U n i t e d States 
where we pride ourselves in 
having no royalty and still ver 
bally a s c r i b e to the great 


American dream — every boy 
can grow up to b e c o m e the 
President of the United States 
— our form, of papa-perpetua­ 
tion could best be titled Papa 
Money. 


Though we don’t worship roy­ 
al bloodlines, we do stand in 
awe of money. We idolize mo­ 
neymakers — movie stars, -en­ 
tertainers, 
politicians, 
even 
crooks (so long as they main­ 
tain an aura of respectability). 
WE PAY a good deal of lip- 


service to 'equal 'Opportunity, 
but being the offspring of Papa 
Money certainly opens many a 
door that would otherwise be 
closed. (As witness the number 
of not particularly talented sons 
and daughters of moneyed sin­ 
gers and actors who have found 
secure places in money-making 
positions.) 
Many a statesman has cut a 
dear path for his offspring to 
follow in his footsteps. There 
have always been a number of 
father-son teams in Washing­ 
ton, ranging all the way back to 
the famous Adams family. 
We may laugh at Papa Doc’s 
tactics — like changing the le­ 
gal age for the presidency to 
assure his son’s eligibility for 
office; but Papa Money also 
goes through some rather ob­ 
vious maneuvers to insure suc­ 
cess for his offspring — like 
sending plane tickets and floral 
bouquets to guests to insure a 


packed, house for the theater' 
opening of Ms offspring... Suc­ 
cess at any cost. 
Even further down the money 
tree, papa-perpetuation is prac­ 
ticed whenever possible. The 
ghetto kid somehow finds him­ 
self in jail quicker than the son 
of the local businessman, —for 
similar law infringements. 
Ironically, this phenomenon 
of papa-perpetuation is one of 
the things which middle-class, 
white 
American youths say 
they are violently opposed to. 
They want to do t h e i r own 
thing, 'be their own. man,. How­ 
ever, 
while verbalizing 
the 
same, there appear to be many 
who are taking full advantage 
of being the namesake of Papa 
Money. 
Anyway, call it human nature 
or whatever, if papa’s (any 
papa) got It, chances are he’ll 
make every attempt to see that 
his offspring get it, too.

“ Physicians may no longer 
dismiss leukemia as a hopeless 
disease,” Dr. Rhomes J. Aur of

“One half of all victims of 
the disease can now obtain a 
five-year, leukemia-free remis­ 
sion from all symptoms, if the

COAST GUARD PROJECT 
'Hiding' A Giant Radio Site 


Excavating 
crews 
moved 
onto a rural West Marin site 
this week as work began on one 
of two major communication 
facilities planned in the county 
by the Coast Guard. 


The stations, to be built in a 
fashion giving them an under­ 
ground appearance, will be con­ 
structed near Bolinas and on 
the Point Reyes peninsula on 
sites formerly owned by the 
Radio Corporation of America. 


The stations, one transmitting 
and one receiving, will become 
the Coast Guard’s major radio 
facility in the Pacific, replacing 
several obsolete installations on 
the WTest Coast. 
Preliminary 
construction 
work started Tuesday at the 
75.5-acre site north of Bolinas, 


planned as the transmitting sta­ 
tion. Work is to start later on 
the receiving station, which will 
be built on 266 acres at the 
former RCA beach at Point 
Reyes. 
The Coast Guard said a $903,- 
000 contract for construction of 
the stations has been awarded 
to Reliance Enterprises of San­ 
ta Rosa. Work is expected to 
take a year. 
Jack W’alsh, civilian architect 
in the 12th Coast Guard District 
headquarters in San Francisco, 
said the buildings will be con­ 
structed in a method unique to 
the Coast Guard. Once the sta­ 
tions are built, dirt will be bull­ 
dozed

age daily attendance in each 
district. Individual district tax­ 
es should be limited to interest 
and redemption on outstanding 
school bond issues.” 
The grand jury committee, 
headed by Mrs. Pauline Secor 
of Kentfield, was sharply criti­ 
cal of the accomplishments of 
the Marin County Committee on 
School 
District Organization, 
citing “ a serious impasse in 
reorganization of school dis­ 
tricts” that “ is working to the 
detriment of the education of 
the students.” 
“ If no tangible results occur 
in 1971, we recommend that a 
new committee on school dis­ 
trict organization be appoint­ 
ed,” it reported. 
In other recommendations, 
the education committee said: 
“ Marin school d i s t r i c t s 
should consider the adoption of 
a countywide salary schedule 
for both certificated and classi­ 
fied personnel.. . 
“ The state Legislature and 
the state Board of Education 
should reexamine all tenure 
laws. We favor the elimination 
of the present tenure provisions 
for probationary teachers and 
the consideration of long-term 
contracts for nonprobationary 
teachers.” 
While commending the pre­ 
sent program of providing bicy­ 
cle p a t h s , the grand jury 
committee said cities and coun­ 
ty should do more to provide 
safe walks and bika paths for 
school pupils. Also it urged ex­ 
panded public transit service, 
noting: “ Taxpayers are now 
paying costs of transportation 
through school taxes without 
obtaining the benefits of a ge­ 
neral public transportation sys­ 
tem.” 
As a final recommendation, it 
urged that the county schools 
office circularize all districts 
regularly with legal opinions 
from the county counsel. 
In the body of its report, the 
committee tied the need for ten­ 
ure change to accountability. 
“ It became clear to us,” said 
the r e p o r t , “ that there is a 
pronounced trend away from 
accountability to administra­ 
tors. The result is a serious 
decease of accountability of 
teachers to parents and the 
public . . . To improve this area 
of accountability, we believe 
the present laws relating to ten­ 
ure . . . should be drastically 
changed.” 
Noting that the 1969 grand 
jury concentrated on. problems 
of Sausalito School District, the 
1970 jury said the resulting ac­ 
tions of Sausalito citizens “ were 
traumatic” but it felt “ a hands- 
off policy would be appropriate 
at this time by the grand jury.”

Steps to correct “ a serious 
flaw in the accountability of the 
College of Marin to the public” 
have been recommended by the 
joint special assignments and 
education committees of the 
1970 Marin County Grand Jury. 
The report called for more 
stress on annual evaluations of 
all teachers and administra­ 
tors, a shift of policy responsi­ 
bility to administrators and 
away 
from 
committees 
— 
which should be purely advi­ 
sory, the panel said — revamp­ 
ing of tenure, and a reshuffling 
of priorities for the many tasks 
of the dean of instruction. 
Student disciplinary proceed­ 
ings were snarled by commit­ 
tees 
more 
concerned 
with 
procedures than with the facts 
of disciplinary violations, the 
panel said. 
Associated Student fund han­ 
dling was found to have tigh­ 
tened up since the c r i t i c a 1 
findings of the 1969 grand jury, 
the report noted. 
Voter denial of local bond is­ 
sues faced the college district 
with costly delays in building 
its North Marin campus and a 
new library for the Kentfield 
c a m p u s , the report noted. 
“ Since construction costs have 
been constantly on the rise, the 
less delay ... the more advan­ 
tageous it will be to local tax­ 
payers.” 
The report found that many 


of the College of Marin troubles 
could be traced to a series of 
changes in administration, with 
five presidents or acting presi­ 
dents in seven years, and other 
policy changes marking time 
before appointment of a new 
dean of instruction in the spring 
of 1970. 
The jury committee said its 
studies of College of Marin 
stressed the accountability of 
faculty to student, faculty to 
administration, administration 
to trustees and trustees to the 
public. 
The report listed two causes 
for what it called flaws in ac­ 
countability to the public: Lack 
of systematic faculty evalua­ 
tion. and “ the excessive com­ 
mittee 
s t r u c t u r e 
which 
permeates almost every facet 
of the operation of the college.” 
The report said, “ of the 19 
faculty committees existing . .. 
none was charged with any res­ 
ponsibility for evaluating their 
p e e r s . ’ ’ The trustees have 
adopted a formal policy for an­ 
nual evaluation of probationary 
teachers, the investigators re­ 
ported. 
The joint committee found 
“ gratifying” the efforts of the 
faculty to draft, a code of ethics. 
It called for evaluation of both 
teachers with tenure and ad­ 
ministrators, and 
‘in cases 
where unprofessional conduct is 
suspected, the administration 


should not be reluctant to ini­ 
tiate dismissal proceedings.” 


Tenure was criticized as “ a 
one-sided contract, committing 
the institution but not the indi­ 
vidual ... it also acts as a 
shield for incompetence.” The 
report said most College of 
Marin teachers are “ doing a 
good to excellent job” and 
should “ have nothing to fear 
from the removal of this auto­ 
matic 
lifetime job 
security 
which no other profession is 
guaranteed.” 


The joint committee found 
less to criticize than the 1969 
grand jury in terms of associat­ 
ed student finances, but did 
suggest that the association be 
held accountable not only for 
damage to college facilities and 
landscaping, but also for any 
costs of extra police protection 
for student events.

The number of special dis­ 
tricts in Marin leads to ineffi­ 
cient service and inefficient use 
of tax monies, the Marin Coun­ 
ty Grand Jury reported yester­ 
day.

Citing “ grave inefficiencies 
in operations and uneconomic 
use of tax monies,” the com­ 
mittee urged all fire depart­ 
ment officials to examine “ with 
a sense of urgency” the need 
for consolidation.

Welfare programs should be 
tightened up, both locally and 
on the state and federal levels, 
the Marin County Grand Jury’s 
welfare committee recommend­ 
ed in its final report yesterday. 
On the state and federal lev­ 
el, the grand jury committee 
recommended legislation to ef­ 
fect the following: 
1. Eliminate loopholes that 
provide aid to other than the 
poor in specific categories. 
2. Family 
income 
should 
consist of the earnings of all 
persons living together, wheth­ 
er related or not. 
3. Welfare reform should in­ 
clude more emphasis on job 
training so that recipients can 
become self-supporting. 
4. A computer center should 
be set up statewide or nation­ 
wide with a central file on all 
welfare recipients so that the 
unscrupulous do not get double 
or triple aid. 
The committee said the coun­ 
ty can also tighten up on its 
administrative procedures in 
the following way: 
1. All initial applications for 
aid to families with dependent 
children should include a per­ 
sonal interview. 
2. The department of public 
social services should ask for 
background information on ev­ 


ery case transferred from an­ 
other county. 
3. Positive 
identification 
should be required before aid is 
processed. 
4. Income of fathers and step­ 
fathers should be v e r i f i e d 
through income tax informa­ 
tion. Alledged child support 
payments to children of pre­ 
vious marriages should also be 
verified. 
“ The applicant's word on all 
these requirements should not 
be accepted as sufficient,” said 
the g r a n d jury committee. 
“ The responsibility to produce 
this 
information 
should 
be 
placed on the applicant, rather 
than on the social service work­ 
er as it is now.” 
To cut down on fraud, the 
committee 
recommended 
a 
professionally organized inves­ 
tigation division to serve as 
watchdog for the welfare de­ 
partment and to train welfare 
officials on how to detect disho­ 
nesty.

Grand Jury Ai ms Reform Ideas 
At Cutting Welfare Cheating 


Welfare programs should be 
tightened up, both locally and 
on the state and federal levels, 
the Marin County Grand Jury’s 
welfare committee recommend­ 
ed in its final report yesterday. 
On the state and federal lev­ 
el, the grand jury committee 
recommended legislation to ef­ 
fect the following: 
1. Eliminate loopholes that 
provide aid to other than the 
poor in specific categories. 
2. Family 
income 
should 
consist of the earnings of all 
persons living together, wheth­ 
er related or not. 
3. Welfare reform should in­ 
clude more emphasis on job 
training so that recipients can 
become self-supporting. 
4. A computer center should 
be set up statewide or nation­ 
wide with a central file on all 
welfare recipients so that the 
unscrupulous do not get double 
or triple aid. 
The committee said the coun­ 
ty can also tighten up on its 
administrative procedures 
in 
the following way: 
1. All initial applications for 
aid to families with dependent 
children should include a per­ 
sonal interview. 
2. The department of public 
social services should ask for 
background information on ev­ 


ery case transferred from an­ 
other county. 
3. Positive 
identification 
should be required before aid is 
processed. 
4. Income of fathers and step­ 
fathers should be v e r i f i e d 
through income tax informa­ 
tion. .Alledged 
child support, 
payments to children of pre­ 
vious m arriages should also be 
verified. 
“The applicant’s w'ord on all 
these requirements should not 
be accepted as sufficient,” said 
the g r a n d jury committee. 
“The responsibility to produce 
this 
information 
should 
be 
placed on the applicant, rather 
than on the social service work­ 
er as it is now.” 
To cut down on fraud, the 
committee 
recommended 
a 
professionally organized inves­ 
tigation division to serve as 
watchdog for the welfare de­ 
partment and to train welfare 
officials on how to detect disho­ 
nesty. 
For the food stamp program 
the grand jurors suggested a 
new law that would make it 
mandatory to produce identifi­ 
cation at m arkets to eliminate 
the trading of food stamps for 
rent or more money.

Marin County Grand Jury Edu­ 
cation Committee. 
Decrying inefficiency and du­ 
plication of costs and efforts” 
from, the multiplicity of school, 
districts (21 in Marin. County), 
the grand jury committee in its 
report last night also pointed to 
inequities of tax support among 
the districts. 
“Our district organization un­ 
necessarily hampers achieving 
the ideal of equal opportunity 
for all students supported equit­ 
ably by all,” it declared. 
In its No. 1 recommendation, 
the committee asserted: 
“The 
taxing structure for 
schools should be reexamined 
with the goal of providing uni­ 
form support at least county- 
wide, and preferably statewide, 
to be apportioned according to 
school grade level and the aver­ 
age daily attendance in each 
district. Individual district tax­ 
es should be limited to interest 
and redemption on outstanding 
school bond issues.” 
The grand jury committee, 
headed by Mrs. Pauline Secor 
of Kentfield, was sharply criti­ 
cal of the accomplishments of 
the Marin County Committee on 
School 
District 
Organization, 
citing “ a serious impasse in 
reorganization of school dis­ 
tricts” that “is working to the 
detriment of the education of 
the students.” 
“If no tangible results occur 
in 1971, we recommend that a 
new committee on school dis­ 
trict organization be appoint­ 
ed,” it reported. 
In other recommendations, 
the education committee said: 
“ Marin school d i s t r i c t s 
should consider the adoption of 
a countywide salary schedule 
for both certificated and classi­ 
fied personnel. . . 
“ The state Legislature and. 
the state Board, of Education 
should, reexamine 
all tenure 
laws. We favor the elimination, 
of the present tenure provisions 
for probationary teachers and 
the consideration of long-term 
contracts for nonprobationary 
teachers.” 
While commending the pre­ 
sent program of providing bicy­ 
cle p a t h s , the grand jury 
committee said cities and coun­ 
ty should do more to provide 
safe walks and bikes paths for 
school pupils. Also it urged ex­ 
panded public transit service, 
noting: 
“ Taxpayers are now 
paying costs of transportation 
through school taxes without, 
obtaining the benefits of a ge­ 
neral public transportation sys­ 
tem .” 
As a final recommendation, it 
urged that the county schools 
office circularize all districts 
regularly with legal opinions 
from the county counsel. 
In the body of its report, the 
committee tied the need for ten­ 
ure change to accountability. 
“ It became clear to us,” said 
the r e p o r t , “that there is a 
pronounced trend away from 
accountability to 
administra­ 
tors. The result is a serious 
decease 
of accountability of 
teachers to parents and the 
public . . . To improve this area 
of accountability, we believe 
the present laws relating to ten­ 
ure . . . should be drastically 
changed.” 
Noting that the 1969 grand 
jury concentrated on. problems 
of Sausalito School District, the 
1970 jury said the resulting ac­ 
tions of Sausalito citizens “were 
traum atic” but it felt “a hands- 
off policy would te appropriate 
at this time by the grand jury.” 
Members of the committee, 
besides the chairman, were Do­ 
rothy E. Smith and Jane Ward 
Vernon of San Rafael, Beryl 
Jean Symmes and Harry Sut­ 
cliffe of Mill Valley, George J. 
Benoit Jr. of San Anselmo, and 
Clarence Hebert of Marin City. 


Steps to correct “ a serious 
flaw in the accountability of the 
College of Marin to the public” 
have been recommended by the 
joint special assignments and 
education committees of the 
1970 Marin County Grand Jury. 
The report called for more 
stress on annual evaluations of 
all teachers and administra­ 
tors, a shift of policy responsi­ 
bility to administrators 
and 
away 
from 
committees 
— 
which, should be purely advi­ 
sory. the panel said — revamp­ 
ing of tenure, and a reshuffling 
of priorities for the many tasks 
of the dean of instruction. 
Student disciplinary proceed­ 
ings were snarled by commit­ 
tees 
more 
concerned 
with 
procedures than with the facts 
of disciplinary violations, the 
panel said. 
Associated Student fund han­ 
dling was found to have tigh­ 
tened up since the c r i t i c a l 
findings of the 1969 grand jury, 
the report noted. 
Voter denial of local bond is­ 
sues faced the college district 
with costly delays in. building 
its North Marin campus and a 
new library for the Kentfield 
c a m p u s , the report noted. 
“ Since construction costs have 
been constantly on the rise, the 
less delay . . . the more advan­ 
tageous it will be to local tax­ 
payers.” 
The report found that many 


of the College of Mann troubles 
could be traced to a series of 
changes in administration, with 
five presidents or acting presi­ 
dents in seven years, and other 
policy changes marking time 
before appointment of a new 
dean of instruction in the spring 
of 1970. 
The jury committee said its 
studies of College of Marin 
stressed the accountability of 
faculty to student, faculty to 
administration, administration 
to trustees and trustees to the 
public. 
The report listed two causes 
for what it called flaws in ac­ 
countability to the public; Lack 
of systematic faculty evalua­ 
tion, and “ the excessive com­ 
mittee 
s t r u c t u r e 
which 
permeates almost every facet 
of the operation of the college.” 
The report said, “of the 19 
faculty committees existing . . . 
none was charged with any res­ 
ponsibility for evaluating their 
p e e r s . ’ ’ The trustees have 
adopted a formal policy for an­ 
nual evaluation of probationary 
teachers, the investigators re- 


The joint committee found 
“ gratifying” the efforts of the 
faculty to draft a code of ethics. 
It called for evaluation of both 
teachers with tenure and ad­ 
ministrators, 
and 
“ in cases 
where unprofessional conduct is 
suspected, the administration 


should not be reluctant to ini­ 
tiate dismissal proceedings.” 


Tenure was criticized as “ a 
one-sided contract, committing 
the institution but not the indi­ 
vidual . . . it also acts as a 
shield for incompetence.” The 
report said most College of 
Marin teachers are “doing a 
good to excellent job” 
and 
should "have nothing to fear 
from, the removal of this auto­ 
matic 
lifetime 
job 
security 
which, no other profession is 
guaranteed.” 


The joint committee found 
less to criticize than the 1969 * 
grand jury in terms of associat­ 
ed student finances, but did 
suggest that the association be 
held accountable not only for 
damage to college facilities and 
landscaping, but also for any 
costs of extra police protection 
for student events.

The number of special dis­ 
tricts in Marin leads to ineffi­ 
cient service and inefficient use 
of tax monies, the Marin Coun­ 
ty Grand Jury reported yester­ 
day. 
The outgoing 1970 grand jury 
criticized the “ proliferation” of 
districts and district elections, 
and 
urged 
consolidation 
of 
many. 
The jury's municipalities, dis­ 
tricts and com/missions commit­ 
tee noted there are 63 special 
districts, not including school 
districts, in Marin. 
The Marin County Board of 
Supervisors governs 22 of the 
districts, wdth the other 41 gov­ 
erned by local boards — usual­ 
ly elective, the report said. 
The committee made several 
specific recommendations: 
The state legislature should 
set limits on amounts of uncom­ 
mitted reserve funds accumu­ 
lated by special districts and 
the districts should be required 
to file more detailed budgets 
with the county auditor-con­ 
troller. 
The 
board 
of 
supervisors 
should adopt the recommenda- 
t i o n s of the 1967 Brown and 
Caldwell report, which urged 
division of Marin into four sew­ 
erage service areas, and the 
Marin 
Municipal 
and 
North 
Marin Water districts should be 
designated to coordinate sewer 
functions in the four areas. The 
jury commended seven South­ 
ern Marin sanitary districts 
which are studying merger un­ 
der the jurisdiction of the Mar­ 
in Municipal Water District. 
Citing “ grave inefficiencies 
in operations and uneconomic 
use of tax monies,” the com­ 
mittee urged all fire depart­ 
ment officials to examine “ with 
a sense of urgency” the need 
for consolidation. 
The committee commended 
the MMWD directors for adop­ 
tion of land use criteria for 
Mount Tamalpats lands, but 
questioned the propriety of the 
district 
leasing 
public 
land 
“even at a fair price” to the 
private Meadow Club above 
Fairfax. 
Jean W. Homer of Kentfield 
served as chairm an of the mun­ 
icipalities, districts and com­ 
missions 
committee.

members were Ruby Daly of 
Larkspur, Joseph W. Wright of 
Novato, Pauline Secor of Kent- 
fieid and Marilyn Steinau of 
Belvedere.

Whoopi ng Cough Is Rare And 


Li ttl e Research Into Causes 


Who o ping co ugh (pertussis) is rare because 
o f pertussis vaccine. And — little' research is 
being co nducted since the disease no lo nger is 
a threat to o ur health. This is unfo rtunate 
because there is a po ssibility that the causa­ 
tive o rganism is no t w hat it is generally 
believed to be. To the m edical pro fessio n, this 
may so und heretical. Until recently we knew 
that the m icro be. Bo rdetelia pertussis, caused 
who o ping co ugh. The bacillus, disco vered by 
Bo rdet and Gengo u back in 1906, usually is 
fo und in the upper respirato ry 
passagew ays and co ughed up 
during the early stages o f the 
disease. Co ugh plate cultures 
are used to identify the o rgan­ 
ism. 
DESPITE 
THIS 
apparent 
unequivo cal evidence, who o ping 
co ugh m o re clo sely resem bles a 
viral rath e r than a bacterial 
respirato ry 
infectio n. 
Yo ung 
children are m ainly affected 
but. luckily, pertussis is fo l­ 
lo wed by lo ng-lasting im m uni­ 
ty. 
ADENOVIRUSES may have 
the dubio us ho no r o f causing 
who o ping co ugh. These critters 
are capable o f pro ducing a sev­ 
ere infectio n o f the lo wer respi­ 
rato ry tract s i m i 1 a r to the 
bro nchitis seen in pertussis. 
RECENT STUDIES co nduct­ 
ed o n 13 children in Flo rida 
tend to co nfirm this idea. Ac­ 
co rding to Dr. J.D . Co nno r, all 
o f the yo ungsters had what was 
co nsidered 
to 
be 
who o ping 
co ugh but no ne had po sitive 
cultures fo r B. pertussis. In ad­ 
ditio n. 11 o f the 13 (85 per cent; 
children were shedding adeno ­ 
viruses. In sim ilar labo rato ry 
studies do ne o n 200 co ntro ls, 
viruses w ere fo und in o nly 3 per 
cent. 
THIS IS NOT the first tim e 
adeno viruses have entered the 
pertussis 
co ntro versy. 
Until 
mo re research is do ne, bo th 
bacteria and viruses m ust be 
suspect in the who o ping co ugh 
syndro m e.

Whooping Cough Is Rare And 
Little Research Into Causes 


Whooping cough (pertussis) is rare because 
of pertussis vaccine. .And — little' research is 
being conducted since the disease no longer is 
a threat to our health. This is unfortunate 
because there is a possibility that the causa­ 
tive organism, is not what it is generally 
believed to be. To the medical profession, this 
may sound heretical. Until recently we knew 
that the microbe, Bordetelia pertussis, caused 
whooping cough. The bacillus, discovered by 
Bordet and Gengou back in 1906, usually is 
found in the upper respiratory 
passageways and coughed up 
during the early stages of the 
disease. Cough plate cultures 
are used to identify the organ­ 
ism. 
DESPITE 
THIS 
apparent 
unequivocal evidence, whooping 
cough more closely resembles a 
viral rather than a bacterial 
respiratory 
infection. 
Young 
children are mainly affected 
but, luckily, pertussis is fol­ 
lowed by long-lasting immuni­ 
ty. 
ADENOVIRUSES may have 
the dubious honor of causing 
whooping cough. These critters 
are capable of producing a sev­ 
ere infection of the lower respi­ 
ratory- tract s i m i 1 a r to the 
bronchitis seen, in pertussis. 
RECENT STUDIES conduct­ 
ed on 13 children in Florida 
tend to confirm this idea. Ac­ 
cording to Dr. J.D. Connor, all 
of the youngsters had what, was 
considered 
to 
be 
whooping 
cough but none had positive 
cultures for B. pertussis. In ad­ 
dition, 11 of the 13 (,85 per cent) 
children were shedding adeno­ 
viruses. In similar laboratory 
studies done on 200 controls, 
viruses were found in only 3 per 
cent. 
THIS IS NOT the first time 
adenoviruses have entered the 
pertussis 
controversy. 
Until 
more research is done, both 
bacteria and viruses must be 
suspect in the whooping cough 
syndrome.

West l e a d s the queen of 
spades, and South refuses the 
trick, having read my earlier 
articles this week on holding up 
with a double stopper in the 
enemy’s suit.

As I am deeply co ncerned with the health, 
wealth and happiness o f my friends, I v isited A1 
Giddings at his ho me in Wo o dacre y esterday 
afterno o n. 
Giddings do es o ur po pular Fish and Game 
co lumn, but it is his po sitio n as a warden fo r the 
Department o f Fish and Game that pro mpted my 
v isit. I wanted to kno w ho w the pro po sed hike in 
fish and game license fees wo uld affect him. 
“ Hah,’’ he hah’d, “ I receiv ed my pay check fo r 
this mo nth the o ther day and it was fo r $6 9 2.6 2, 
which is unbeliev able ev en to me. It’s just no t 
eno ugh. Ev ery time it co mes it puts me in the 
do ldrums. The license fee increase might be the 
crux fo r the game w a r d e n s and o ther DFG 
perso nnel to get a pay raise, but I do n’t kno w.” 
Warming up to the subject, Big A1 co ntinued: 
“ Mo st ev ery o ne say s that the game wardens are 
mo st essential. Mo st ev ery o ne say s that witho ut 
them o ur fish and wildlife, the eco lo gy and the 
env iro nment wo uld be in far greater danger than 
it is no w. Yet, thro ugho ut the entire state there 
are o nly abo ut 220 wardens co v ering ev ery inch 
o f land, sea and o ther waters. Two wardens are 
assigned to Marin Co unty , and appro x imately 
eight o thers to serv e Napa, So no ma and part o f 
So lano co unties.” 
What do es a warden do fo r his $6 9 2.6 2? I asked 
Giddings, who had an answer ready to fire. “ My 
ho me is the Fish and Game headquarters fo r my 
district,” he said. “ I keep a state car, a state 
bo at and mo to r and all the gear that go es with 
these in my y ard. Lo o k aro und y o u,” he mo tio ned 
with a sweep o f his big paws, “ My ho use is used 
to meet the public, a state pho ne is in the kitchen, 
and parts o f three ro o ms are required to sto re 
bo o ks, papers, repo rts, pamphlets and o ther o ff­ 
ice gear. Unifo rms, guns, bullets and o ther things 
necessary fo r the jo b are all here. The state do es 
no t pay us o ne dime fo r the use o f the ho use as an 
o ffice. And pho ne calls! Why , they co me mo rning, 
no o n and night. Day s o ff o r day s o n, ho w do es the 
public kno w which is which? ” 
Giddings’ beat is a busy o ne, he said: “ This 
past mo nth I believ e I gav e fiv e co nserv atio n talks 
to different clubs o r scho o ls — o ne at 7 a.m., o ne 
during the day and three at night. On fo ur o f my 
day s o ff, I had impo rtant calls to handle, so I 
to o k o ther time o ff to co mpensate whenev er 
po ssible because we do no t get paid a nickel fo r 
o v ertime. 
“ During March I made 16 arrests, mo st o f 
them fro m the patro l bo at. Running the patro l 
bo at requires two men, so I had my so n with 
me o n two arrests, two friends o n fo ur o thers, a 
reserv e warden o n a big day o f eight arrests and 
a deputy sheriff o n six o thers. I co v ered abo ut a 
tho usand miles o f land and abo ut 200 miles o f 
water. So me peo ple think that the o utdo o rs, the 
fishing and so fo rth makes up fo r o ur financial 
lo sses. But fishing and hunting kno wledge and 
techniques are the mo st essential part o f the jo b. 
I get asked hundreds o f questio ns. 
“ And last week, when I was fishing amo ng 
abo ut 10 o ther bo ats in San Pablo Bay , I cited two 
fishermen fo r using two ro ds each and the peo ple 
in ano ther bo at fo r thro wing their garbage o v er­ 
bo ard. Did I get a fish? Who cared? ” 
While I was with Giddings the pho ne jangled 
sev eral times o n o fficial matters. “ Yesterday 
was my day o ff,” he said, “ but I had Mr. Lo uis 
Osterero fro m the Sierra Club here fo r two ho urs 
discussing the do g-deer pro blem. I had fo ur pho ne 
calls fro m fishermen asking abo ut places to go ; 
o ne letter fro m a fo rmer Fish and Game emplo y ­ 
ee asking abo ut an abalo ne trip which I an­ 
swered; a letter fro m the DFG ex plaining the

The Game Wardens 
As Trade Coody Hopes He Learned Lesson

As I am deeply concerned with the health, 
wealth and happiness of my friends, I visited A1 
Giddings at his home in Woodacre yesterday 
afternoon. 
Giddings does our popular Fish and Game 
column, but it is his position as a warden for the 
Department of Fish and Game that prompted my 
visit. I wanted to know how the proposed hike in 
fish and game license fees would affect him. 
“Hah,” he hah’d, “I received my paycheck for 
this month the other day and it was for $692.62, 
which is unbelievable even to me. It’s just not 
enough/ Everytime it comes it puts me in the 
doldrums. The license fee increase might be the 
crux for the game w a r d e n s and other DFG 
personnel to get a pay raise, but I don’t know.” 
Warming up to the subject, Big A1 continued: 
“ Most everyone says that the game wardens are 
most essential. Most everyone says that without 
them our fish and wildlife, the ecology and the 
environment would be in far greater danger than 
it is now. Yet, throughout the entire state there 
are only about 220 wardens covering every inch 
of land, sea and other waters. Two wardens are 
assigned to Marin County, and approximately 
eight others to serve Napa, Sonoma and part of 
Solano counties.” 
What does a warden do for his $692.62? I asked 
Giddings, who had an answer ready to fire. “ My 
home is the Fish and Game headquarters for my 
district,” he said. “ I keep a state car, a state 
boat and motor and all the gear that goes with 
these in my yard. Look around you,” he motioned 
with a sweep of his big paws, “ My house is used 
to meet the public, a state phone is in the kitchen, 
and parts of three rooms are required to store 
books, papers, reports, pamphlets and other off­ 
ice gear. Uniforms, guns, bullets and other things 
necessary for the job are all here. The state does 
not pay us one dime for the use of the house as an 
office. And phone calls! Why, they come morning, 
noon and night. Days off or days on, how does the 
public know which is which?” 
Giddings’ beat is a busy one, he said: “This 
past month I believe I gave five conservation talks 
to different clubs or schools — one at 7 a.m., one 
during the day and three at night. On four of my 
days off, I had important calls to handle, so I 
took other time off to compensate whenever 
possible because we do not get paid a nickel for 
overtime. 
“During March I made 16 arrests, most of 
them from the patrol boat. Running the patrol 
boat requires two men, so I had my son with 
me on two arrests, two friends on four others, a 
reserve warden on a big day of eight arrests and 
a deputy sheriff on six others. I covered about a 
thousand miles of land and about 200 miles of 
water. Some people think that the outdoors, the 
fishing and so forth makes up for our financial 
losses. But fishing and hunting knowledge and 
techniques are the most essential part of the job. 
I get asked hundreds of questions. 
“And last week, when I was fishing among 
about 10 other boats in San Pablo Bay, I cited two 
fishermen for using two rods each and the people 
in another boat for throwing their garbage over­ 
board. Did I get a fish? Who cared 0 “ 
While I was with Giddings the phone jangled 
several times on official matters. “Yesterday 
was my day off,” he said, “ but I had Mr. Louis 
Osterero from the Sierra Club here for two hours 
discussing the dog-deer problem. I had four phone 
calls from fishermen asking about places to go; 
one letter from a former Fish and Game employ­ 
ee asking about an abalone trip which I an­ 
swered; a letter from the DFG explaining the

New Tax Form W-4 For Refunds 
If Withholding Was Too High 


If there is too much tax being withheld 
from your wages because you are entitled to 
a. lot of itemized deductions like taxes on your 
home, interest on your home, heavy medical 
expenses, etc., you can file a new form, W-4, 
Schedule A, based on your 1970 tax return and 
your withholding for 1971 will be reduced by 
the amounts that you claim. 
If you think this applies to you, be sure to 
get Schedule A, W-4, and read the instructions 
carefully and complete it exact­ 
ly according to the instructions 
and chances are your take- 
home pay will be increased. 
' 
Hyou incurred no income tax 
liability for 1970 and don’t be- 
11 e v e you will incur any tax 
liability for 
1971, 
then 
you 
should get form W-1E, With­ 
holding Exemption Certificate, 
read the instructions carefully, 
and if they apply to you com­ 
plete this form exactly as per 
the instructions and give it to 
your employer. 
You will not have to file an 
income tax return for 1971 un­ 
less your i n c o m e will be at 
least: Single individual, $1,700; 
single individual 65 or over, $2,- 
300; married couple filing joint­ 
ly, $2,300; married couple, one 
spouse 65 or over, $2,900; m ar­ 
ried couple, both 65 or over, 
$3,500; m arried person filing 
separately, $600. 
Your employer then has no 
option. He must 
discontinue 
withholding from your wages. 
This will save you and the 
government the trouble and in­ 
convenience of having tax with­ 
held from your wages and paid 
into the government and then 
your having to file an income 
tax return in 1972 to get the 
withholding tax back. 
This also saves your employ­ 
er the trouble of withholding 
your tax from your wages and 
paying it into the government 
and reporting it. 
In fact, this is probably the 
best thing that has happened in 
the tax law in many a year. It 
simply eliminates 
an unfair 
section that caused a great deal, 
of trouble to the taxpayer, the 
employer and the government. 
Do you have a big federal tax. 
bill to pay this year in addition 
to what your employer has al­ 
ready withheld from your 1970 
paychecks? 
Withholding, at the regular 
rate, only covers the lax on 
your salary or wages and is 
inadequate if you have a large 
salary or earnings from sources 
not subject to withholding. 
The law provides that you 
can agree with your employer 
to have him take more than the 
regular rate of withholding out 
of your paychecks so that you 
will have your taxes fully paid 
at the end of the year. 
Your employer must be will­ 
ing and you and your employer 
must make an agreement, in 
writing, in such form as your 
employer may require, to have 
your employer take a stated 
extra amount of withholding 
from, your wages.

The only thing is, the with­ 
holding must, be at least $5 por 
month and it can’t be so large 
that it reduces the net amount 
of any payment, you receive to 
less than $10. Here’s a good 
way to save yourself the trouble 
of filing an estimated tax re­ 
turn.

$ 1 6 Million 


The gross value of the entire 
Marin County agricultural in­ 
dustry last year rose to $1.6,842,-

If existing restrictions were 
not lifted, the airline said, Eu­ 
ropean governments would in­ 
vite a c t i o n by the U.S. to 
impose counter restrictions on 
European airlines. 


In a sweeping indictm ent of 
the International Air Transport

Worse, their 
actions prompt retaliatory ac­ 
tions which are repugnant to a 
competitive economy in a. free 
society. 


“A concerted effort on the 
part of government owned for­ 
eign airlines to erect barriers to 
the U.S. supplemental airlines 
charter services was the most 
serious threat to the develop­ 
ment of a mass travel m arket.

charter 
transportation 
and, 
leave the public without re­ 
course of the arbitrarily high 
I ATA f a r e s , ’ ’ the airline 
charged. 
Raising the q u e s t i o n of 
IATA’s anti-trust immunity, un­ 
der U.S. law, the airline a Iked 
if it was not time for a “sestch- 
ing inquiry of IATA’s strangle­ 
hold 
on the prerogative 
of 
decision making by the govern­ 
ment and the industry. 
Said World Airways Presi­ 
dent Edward Daly: 
“Let’s face it. They have al­ 
most succeeded. The only stum­ 


bling block to a total monopoly 
of I ATA is the supplemental 
airlines that offer the only ef­ 
fective form of price competi­ 
tion to IATA, and. the only way 
the traveling public can get 
away from, paying whatever 
fare IATA dictates on a given 
route. 


“It is my judgement, which is 
shared by many in the indus­ 
try, that IATA has outlived its 
usefulness. Its decisions are a 
costly and a senseless burden 
on the airlines which IATA 
presumably serves.

At Rough Riders Inc., Napa, 
Calif., m anufacturer of men’s 
sportswear, samples of the new 
hotpants have just, gone out to 
salesmen, according to A1 Coh­ 
en, Southern California sales 
representative. 


The short,s sell, for $4 each, 
come in corduroy or cotton twill 
'and a number of colors, from 
“ whisky” to “granite,” says 
Cohen. 


Levi Strauss, San Francisco, 
isn’t jumping into the fad eith­ 
er. “We’ve been manufacutring 
what we call a ‘short cut’ (bet­ 
ter known as “cut-offs”) for 
some time. A jean cut, they’re 
made of 50 per cent cotton and 
50 per cent polyester and come 
in. four colors, .retailing for 
$7.50,” says a spokesman for 
the company.

M arin County and city offi­ 
cials w'ere called upon y ester­ 
day to c o n d u c t p r o m p t 
investigation into the possibility 
of establishing a countywide 
police departm ent.

The law enforcem ent com m it­ 
tee of the M arin County G rand 
Jury, in its term -ending report, 
said t h e r e was “ too m uch 
crim e and excessive mobility of 
crim inals” for the present pol­ 
ice setup to handle. 
“ It has become evident to the 
com m ittee,” the report said, 
“ that 
a 
single, 
centralized 
countywide 
police 
system 
should be considered as a re­ 
placem ent for the present m ix­ 
ture of county sheriff-various 
city police d epartm ents.” 
Such a system , the com m ittee 
said, would provide “ broader 
basis for identification of cri­ 
m inals than is now possible for 
sm all m unicipal police d ep art­ 
m ents; ” could pave the way 
for creation of a countywide 
crim e 
laboratory 
and 
m ight 
justify establishm ent of a police 
academ y. 
In the interim , a countyw’ide 
burglary detail should be creat­ 
ed, the group recom m ended. 
(The county board of supervi­ 
sors has endorsed the concept 
of hiring a crim inal justice 
coordinator, am ong whose du­ 
ties would be the study of police 


consolidation in M arin. County 
officials have assured w ary pol­ 
ice chiefs, m eanwhile, that con­ 
solidation is years away.)

Between 
the criticism and

D irectors described legisla­ 
tion they seek in order to ac­ 
quire financing for the project 
without going to the voters for 
approval of bond issues. 
(Voters last Novem ber n ar­ 
rowly passed an $11.5 million 
bond issue, with approxim ately 
$4 million earm arked for the 


The occasion was a 
hearing called by the directors 
for discussion of a proposed 
change in the method of financ­ 
ing the district's $21 million 
share of the $47.7 million Son- 
oma-M arin Aqueduct. 


About 
50 
county 
residents 
showed up at the district board 
room. It was a partisan group 
and strongly vocal against the 
aqueduct. 


Some — representing ecolo­ 
gy, conservation and recreation 
groups — put forth suggestions 
as complex as high combustion 
system s for the burning of se­ 
wage and for the treatm ent of 
effluent to m ake it potable. 
Some charged the project’s 
effect will be to stim ulate popu­ 
lation growth and benefit real 


aqueduct project. Voters were 
told before the election that ad­ 
ditional stages of the project 
would be financed by a series of 
bond issues subm itted for their 
approval.) 


Legislation sought would per­ 
mit the district to borrow $18 
million from the Sonoma W ater 
Agency, a p artn er in the pro­ 
ject and repay it out of district 
revenue.

WASHINGTON (U P I) 
The 
Pentagon said today casualties 
in V ietn am now ex ceed the 
death toll of the Korean War. 
Announcem ent of 88 deaths 
during the week ending Satur­ 
day- including 33 killed in the 
attack on F irebase M ary Anne 
—pushed the Vietnam toll to 
54,284. The count started Jan. 1, 
1961. 
K orea claim ed 54,246 A m eri­ 
can lives between Jan . 20, 1950, 
and July 27, 1953, according to 
Pentagon records. 
The two totals include both 
those killed in battle and those 
w ho died for o th e r re a so n s, 
su ch a s illn ess or a c c id e n t. 
Com parison of battle deaths is 
not possible because different 
bookkeeping m ethods were used 
in the two w ars. 
In K o re a, 33,629 b a ttle fie ld 
deaths 
w ere 
recorded. 
But 
these included only m en killed 
in com bat, and not those who 
later died of wounds. 
In V ietnam 44,876 have died 
from “ hostile cau ses” including 
both 
battlefield 
deaths 
and 
those who w ere wounded and 
died later. 


Lindsay is the second out-of- 
county judge appointed to han­ 
dle the case of Miss Davis and 
her codefendant, San Quentin 
inm ate Ruchell M agee, who are 
charged w ith m urder, kidnap­ 
ping and conspiracy in connec­ 
tion with the Aug. 7 shoot-out a t 
the M arin H all of Justice.

A 'Hands And Knees7

The Pope’s accusation Thurs­ 
day was one of his bitterest 
outbursts since a famous 1969 
speech in which he accused re­ 
bellious priests of “ crucifying” 
the Roman Catholic Church.

he said d u r i n g a 2 1-2 hour 
service at the Rome Basilica of 
St. John in Lateran. 
He said reading the story of 
Judas Iscariot, the betrayer of 
Jesus, reminded him of such 
men, and added: 
‘ ‘ How can one fail on this 
occasion to weep for the deli­ 
berate defection of some priests 
and the moral mediocrity by 
which they pretend it is natural 
and logical to break a long pre­ 
meditated 
promise 
solemnly 
taken b e f o r e Christ und the 
Church.” 
The Pope made a new de­ 
fense of the Church’s celibacy 
law and said he was praying 
for priests who abide by it. 
Earlier Thursday, 54 of the 
nearly 5,000 priests resident in 
Rome went to St. John in Later­ 


an to publicly renew their vows 
in a ceremony begun last year 
by the Vatican. 
The International Synod of 
Bishops next October will dis­ 
cuss problems of the priest­ 
hood, including a proposal to 
allow mature married men to 
be ordained in areas where 
clergy are particularly scarce. 
The Maundy Thursday ser­ 
vice commenorating the Last 
Supper and the betrayal and 
arrest of Jesus opened the pas­ 
sion ceremonies which will end 
with the Resurrection service in 
St. 
Peter’s 
Basilica 
Sunday 
morning and the Pope’s bless­ 
ing to the world. 
A moving feature of Thurs­ 
day’s service was the Pope's 
washing and kissing the feet of 
12 men from a Rome old peo­ 
ple’s home—a gesture of humil­ 
ity recalling the same action 
performed by Jesus for his dis­ 
ciples on the first Holy Thurs­ 
day.

CBS Balks 
At Subpoena 
On 'Selling" 


NEW YORK (UPI)—CBS has 
r e f u s e d to turn over to a 
congressional 
subcommittee 
certain material used by the 
network while making its tele­ 
vision documentary, “ The Sell­ 
ing of the Pentagon.” 
CBS President Frank Stanton 
said the subpoena issued by the 
investigations subcommittee of 
the House Commerce Commit­ 
tee “ raises an unprecedented 
issue in the history of the rela­ 
tionship between the federal 
government and the press in 
this nation.” 
The network president said, 
“ No newspaper, magazine or 
other part of the press could be 
required 
constitutionally 
to 
comply with such a subpoena 
with respect to material gath­ 
ered by reporters in the course 
of a journalistic investigation 
but not published. 
“ Unlike other instances in 
which a committee of the Con­ 
gress has subpoenaed broadcas­ 
ters’ materials, this subpoena 
appears to involve no question 
of alleged violation of criminal 
law on the part of the broadcas­ 
ter and no question of any gov­ 
ernmental interest in whether 
the broadcaster had evidence 
pertinent to the criminal prose­ 
cution of third persons. Rather, 
the sole purpose of this sub­ 
poena, so far as we can ascer­ 
tain it, is to obtain materials 
which will aid the committee in 
subjecting to legislative surv­ 
eillance the news judgements of 
CBS in preparing “ The Selling 
of the Pentagon.” 


“ The fact that television and 
radio stations are licensed by 
the government does not de­ 
prive the broadcast press 'of 
First Amendment protection, 
and the courts have so held,” 
said Stanton. “ That protection 
does not depend upon whether 
the government believes we are 
r i g h t or wrong in our news 
judgements.” 


GM Board 
S. African 


DETROIT (UPI}-The board 
of directors of General Motors 
Corp. has urged stockholders to 
vote against a number of pro­ 
posed corporate changes, in­ 
cluding one that would force the 
company to stop making cars in 
South Africa. 
GM and Ford Motor Co., in 
proxy 
statements 
mailed 
Thursday, also indicated the 
take home pay of their top exe­ 
cutives was less in 1970 than in 
1969. 
The GM board, in its state­ 
ment, unanimously urged “ no” 
votes on the changes submitted 
by the Project on Corporate 
Responsibility, similar to ones 
rejected by stockholders at last 
year’s shareholder’s meeting. 
This year s meeting will be 
held May 21 at Detroit’s Cobo 
Hall. 


The board also recommended 
rejection of a proposal that 
would force the company to* 
“ not conduct manufacturing op­ 
erations in the Republic of 
South Africa.” 


Submitted by the Missionary 
Society of the Protestant Epis­ 
copal C h u r c h in the United 
S t a t e s , which holds 12,574 
shares of GM stock, the resolu­ 
tion would require the company 
to “ wind up its present manu­ 
facturing operations there as 
expeditiously as possible.”

placement. He said the pre- 
placement program could be 
phased out and the building 
used as a halfway house or 
treatment facility for alcoholics 
or drug users. 
Brewer said that another ma­ 
jor disagreement with the coun­ 
ty administrator is over the 
classification of group counse­ 
lors at Juvenile Hall. 
Brew-er said he wants to keep 
about 25 experienced counselors 
(classified as Group Counselor 
II), to be supplemented by four 
trainees, classified as Group 
Counselor I. 
The 
county 
administrator 
wants to reverse that ratio so 
that 25 will be trainees and four 
would be experienced. 
“ This is simply reverting to a 
custodial situation with a poor­ 
ly prepared staff.” complained 
Brewer. “ To talk about doing 
this and at the same time elimi­ 
nate the 
pre-placement pro­ 
gram is doubly negative." 
Brewer said he will appear 
before the board of supervisors 
during the budget sessions to 
fight for the prc-placement cen­ 
ter and for experienced group 
counselors.

Nobody seems to like a cam­ 
paign poster. 


On public property they get 
tom down and discarded legal­ 
ly and on private lawns and 
fences they’re ripped up illegal­ 
ly in the middle of the night by 
culprits wearing gloves and left 
shredded in little piles to mock 
candidates.

Signs 
have been put up eight times in 
some places Snd at 78 cents 
each, that can get to be pretty 
expensive, he complained. 
O'Toole stopped one man he 
saw taking down signs on AS- 
treet and found that another 
candidate's signs were the tar­ 
get. O'Toole said he asked the 
man not to take any more signs 
down. 


Report On Working 
Students Át Sonoma 


Nearly half the students at 
Sonoma State College are work­ 
ing their way through college, 
according to a recent survey. 


Three out of five male stu­ 
dents and one of three female 
students hold down jobs while 
attending classes, according to 
Dr. Stanley Goertzen, chairman 
of the psychology department. 


Nearly 1.400 of the college's 
full-time students are working 
an a v e r a g e of 16 hours per 
week. Married students tend to 
work more hours the survey 
showed. 
Most students are employed 
off campus with only 12 per 
cent working on campus as stu­ 
dent assistants or in work-study 
programs. 
The survey showed that 75 
per cent of the students work in 
the evenings and on Saturdays. 
The unemployment rate was 
listed at 20 per cent. “ This sug­ 
gests that there are about 300 
students at the college who 
have been u n a b l e to find 
work.” Goertzen said. 
He also found that 75 per cent 
of the men and 33 per cent of 
the women held jobs last sum­ 
mer. Most of the students hold 
year-round jobs and simply in­ 
crease their work load during 
summer months. 
“ This student body is, by and 
large, a self-supporting student 
body,” Goertzen said. “ Almost 
all of the married students, 
three-quarters 
of 
the 
single 


men and a third of the single 
women 
are dependent 
upon 
their own efforts for most of the 
costs of their education.” 


Amputee Center 
Threatened By 
Budget Cuts 


SAN FRANCISCO (VPIl - 
The University of California's 
bio- mechanical 
laboratories, 
where many Vietnam amputees 
are fitted for artificial limbs, 
may be forced out of business 
by a lack of funds. 


The program, which is fi­ 
nanced almost entirely by the 
Veterans Administration, was 
at one time receiving an annual 
budget of 8500.000 and em­ 
ployed 76 persons at three cen­ 
ters. 
Today, 
according 
to 
Dr. 
Verne T. Inman, a surgeon at 
the UC Medical Center, the 
gross budget is down to $160.000 
and the staff has dropped to 10. 
Inman says the c u t b a c k 
comes at a time when there are 
52.000 amputee Vietnam veter­ 
ans in service hospitals across 
the country. 
He blames the fund shortage 
on the “ new directions” of 
medical and social research. 
“ They're interested in drug ad­ 
diction and retarded children ... 
everything but assisting the dis­ 
abled veteran.” 


Budget Of 
$49,000 To 
Be Studied 


A $49,000 budget for the Bel 
Aire Flood Control Zone for 
1971-72 will be considered by 
the zone's advisory board at 8 
p.m. Monday in the portable 
building at Bel Aire School. 
Karen Way. Tiburon. 


The budget, recommended by 
county flood control engineer 
Charles E. Mumhy. would be 
financed partly by $25,300 ex­ 
pected to be carried over from 
the current fiscal year and 
partly by a special flood control 
property tax. 


The advisory board must stu­ 
dy the budget and make a re­ 
commendation to the county 
board of supervisors, which will 
set the final budget. 
Various tax rates are possi­ 
ble. Murphy said, with higher 
rates allowing the zone to accu­ 
mulate funds to carry out a 
$560.000 flood control master 
plan. 
A tax rate equal to this year's 
50 cents per $100 assessed val­ 
uation would yield $4.300 in re­ 
serves. while a $1 tax rate, the 
maximum allowable, would re­ 
sult in a $32.300 reserve. 
Financing of the $560.000 plan 
could be accomplished either 
by a pay-as-you-go method, us­ 
ing 
reserves 
accumulated 
through taxes, or by a bond 
issue. Murphy has recommend­ 
ed that the board levy the max­ 
imum $1 tax rate this vear.

The 15 members of the team 
said they were delighted by the

China and they would do all 
they could to promote friend­ 
ship with the Chinese. 


Officials and players insisted 
that the invitation, the first 
ever extended to an American 
sports group, and the team ’s 
visit 
were 
not 
politically 
motivated. 
However, the sports aspect of 
the visit is strictly secondary to 
the possible political implica­ 
tions. 
Graham Steenhoven, Detroit, 
Mich., president of the U.S. 
Table Tennis Association, spoke 
at a news conference shortly 
after the team ’s arrival from 
Japan, where it participated in 
the 31st World Table Tennis 
Tournament. 
“We rejected the thought,” 
Steenhoven said when asked if 
he thought the invitation was 
politically oriented. 
“The reason we are going 
there has nothing to do with 
politics. It will be a meeting of 
table tennis team s.” 
Steenhoven also said, “ We 
may invite the Chinese players 
to visit the United States.” 
Pressed for a more definite 
statement 
about

invitation he replied, “We will 
think about this.” 
George Harrison, Wilmington- 
Del., chairman of the technical 
committee of the International 
Table Tennis Federation, said 
he and all members of the 
team were “delighted” by the 
chance to visit China.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
University of California Pres­ 
ident Charles J. Hitch said 
Thursday night institutions of 
higher 
learning 
must adopt 
alternatives to reduce the 
number of doctorates. 
In a talk before the San 
Francisco and Peninsula Plan­ 
ning Executives Institute, he 
quoted projections from , the 
U.S. 
Office 
of 
Education 
showing 60,000 Ph.D.’s will be 
awarded in 1980 compared with 
25,000 in 1970 and 10,000 in 1960. 
At the same time, he said, a 
recent 
study 
showed 
that 
universities in the United States 
are producing 30 per cent more 
Ph.D.’s than the country can 
use, and the long-range trend 
will apparently be worse. 
“I should emphasize that we 
are not about to see droves of 
new Ph.D.’s out walking the 
street,” Hitch said. 
“ They will, of course, get 
jobs. But they will be taking 
jobs below those for which their 


training has prepared them. 
And, perhaps more importantly, 
they will be bumping lesser 
degree holders from jobs they 
potentially would have had.” 
One 
alternative, 
said 
the 
educator, would 
be 
to 
cut 
enrollments in doctoral pro­ 
grams such as Harvard, Yale 
and other schools have done. 
Another alternative would be to 
adopt the Carnegie Commis­ 
sion’s recommendation 
of a 
specialized 
doctor 
of 
arts 
degree for teachers at the state 
college or community college 
level. 
Hitch added that either of the 
two alternatives would be met 
by “powerful resistance” from 
universities which refuse 
to 
acknowledge change. 
“I’m not saying this resis­ 
tance would be all w rong,” 
added Hitch. 
“Indeed, 
from 
several points of view, it would 
appear to be an attempt to 
protect the very best aspects of 
American higher education.”

City Fire 
Losses Drop 
In 1970 


Fire losses in San Rafael to­ 
taled $244,525 during 1970, about 
$69,000 less than 1969, according 
to the annual report issued this 
week by Fire Chief Van Trivett. 
The reduction was attributed 
to a decrease in the number of 
large fires during 1970. In the 
previous year, a July blaze at 
the Brodie and Schwerin San 
R a f a e l Tire and Brake Co 
caused $150,000 damage. 
The most damaging blaze of 
1970 occurred Oct. 28 when the 
$40,000 Fairhills home of build­ 
ing contractor Spero P. Spiliotis 
was destroyed along with $25,- 
000 in contents. 
Fire damage to commercial 
structures and apartments to­ 
taled $125,685 last year, as com­ 
pared to $218,280 in 1969, and 
damage to dwellings totaled 
$118,840, as compared to $95,320 
in 1969. 
During the year, the chief 
said the department responded 
to 1,266 calls, 53 more than in 
1969, with 535 fire calls and 731 
nonfire calls. 
Of the fire calls, 151 were 
structure fires, 187 brush and 
grass fires, and 131 vehicle 
fires. 
Of the nonfire calls, 166 were 
false alarms, 
125 emergency 
calls, 77 lockouts and 75 need­ 
less calls.

The value of membership in 
the Association of Bay Area 
Governments was debated but 
not resolved last night by the 
Sonoma County Mayors and 
Councilmen’s Association. 
In a special meeting in Petal­ 
uma, the association heard Su­ 
pervisor Robert Theiller urge 
withdrawal from ABAG and the 
formation of a new coalition 
with N o r t h Bay and North 
Coast counties. Supervisor Ig- 
nazio A. Vella, ABAG presi­ 
dent, said a psychology of fear 
was 
behind the 
withdrawal 
move and that an alternative 
association had not been fully 
explored. 
Both men said they wo u l d 
abide by the decision of the 
voters on April 20 in the special 
county election on ABAG with­ 
drawal. 
William R Lucius of Healds- 
burg, association chairman, re­ 
ported that the Petaluma and 
Santa Rosa city councils had 
voted to remain in ABAG while 
Rohnert Park and Cloverdale 
city councils had voted to sup­ 
port the withdrawal of Sonoma 
County. He said the other cities 
of Cotati, Sonoma, Sebastopol 
and 
Healdsburg 
would

polled after their next council 
meeting and the final tally on 
the ABAG question would be 
announced prior to the April 20 
vote. 
Theiller said he feared that 
ABAG would evolve into a re­

would be more beneficial. 
Most of the mayors and coun- 
cilmen 
speaking 
questioned 
Theiller on the makeup of the 
new association and said they 
felt a withdrawal vote may be 
premature because full details 
on the new coalition and its 
costs could not be known at this 
time. 
Petaluma Mayor Helen Put­ 
nam said it was very important 
for her city to remain part of 
ABAG because it has close con­ 
nections with the Bay Area and 
shares many problems with it. 
"Petaluma is really oriented 
to Mann County," she said, 
pointing out that 70 per cent of 
east side residents commute 
daily to the south.

Werber Is 
Indicted 
On Drugs 


Restaurateur Frank N. Wer­ 
ber was indicted yesterday by 
the Marin County Grand Jury 
on charges of possessing a wide 
variety of drugs at his DeSilva 
Island home. 


In one of the outgoing jury’s 
last official acts, Werber was 
accused of having undisclosed 
quantities of heroin, LSD, mari­ 
juana, cocaine, peyote, codeine 
and mescaline when county 
drug abuse agents entered his 
home March 26. 


The agents, carrying a search 
warrant, also arrested a 17- 
year-old girl. She was booked 
into Juvenile Hall, pending in­ 
vestigation of narcotics posses­ 
sion. 


At the time of the raid, Wer­ 
ber was free in $5,000 bail pend­ 
ing an appeal of a six-month 
jail sentence and $2,000 fine im­ 
posed last year after he was 
convicted of marijuana posses­ 
sion and cultivation. 


That 
conviction 
stemmed 
from the seizure of six seabags 
of pot in Werber’s home in 1968. 


Werber, 41, former manager 
of the Kingston Trio, appeared 
in 
Marin 
Municipal 
Court 
March 29, but no complaint was 
filed by the district attorney’s 
office as a result of the new 
arrest. 


He is to be arraigned on the 
indictment Monday in superior 
court. Bail was set at $9,375.

Three senators who met with 
President Nixon 
before 
his 
Wednesday night speech came 
away with the impression Nixon 
plans to withdraw all American 
troops from Vietnam by the 
end of 1972. 
Senate 
Republican 
Leader 
Hugh Scott quoted Nixon as 
saying: “I have a date in mind. 
I have a plan and a timetable 
for ending the war.” He said 
any withdrawal would have to 
involve a release of American 
prisoners of war, however. 
Scott said Nixon’s plan calls 
for complete withdrawal of all 
troops, military advisers and 
air support before his present 
term expires. 
Assistant Senate Democratic 
leader Robert C. Byrd said 
Nixon “did not state a definite 
date, but I have the very 
definite impression from what 
he said that the President has a 
date in mind. I think there’s 
justification for thinking we’ll 
be out by Dec. 31, 1972.” 
Assistant Senate Republican 
leader Robert P. Griffin said 
Nixon “in a practical sense” 
set a date for ending the war: 
‘‘election day, 1972.” 
White House Press Secretary 
Ronald L. Ziegler denied, 
however, the President had set 
a definite date for withdrawal 
in his briefing with congression­ 
al leaders. 
“It would be incorrect to say 
the President has at this time a 
specific date on which he feels 
his plan would be completed,” 
Ziegler said. 
Nixon specifically said in his 
speech he would not set a 
withdrawal deadline. He said 
only that he would remove an 
additional 
100,000 troops by 
Dec. 1, lowering the American 
troop commitment to 184.000. 
Scott 
said, 
however, 
the 


President 
knew 
he 
would 
discuss 
the 
briefing 
with 
newsmen, and that Nixon was 
unmistakably clear about his 
intentions. 


“I am satisfied he has a fixed 
date for ending the^war, except 
for the caveat cf the prisoners 
of war,” Scott said. He said the 
date might “float” a few days 
or weeks either way, but there 
was no doubt of the firmness of 
the withdrawal deadline. 


Scott said Nixon meant a 
complete and total withdrawal 
—with no residual forces, no 
troops, no air support either 
from within or outside South 
Vietnam. 


Nixon’s speech and Scott’s 
statements failed to quiet 
Nixon’s critics, however. 
A 
spokesman 
for 
peace 
groups planning mass antiwar 
rallies in Washington and San 
Francisco April 24 said the 
demonstrations would go on as 
planned. 
Several senators expressed 
disappointment that Nixon did 
not make a public declaration 
of a withdrawal deadline, 
including Sens. Jacob K. Javits. 
R-N.Y., George S. McGovern, 
D-S.D., and Edmund S. Muskie, 
D-Maine.

Francis J. O’Connell spoke 
at a noon meeting called by the 
rival American Federation of 
State, County and Municipal 
Employees, AFL-CIO, which is 
trying to woo the Marin County 
employees away from the asso­ 
ciation. 


About 40 county employees 
heard the debate b e t w e e n 
O’Connell and Vietor Thuesen, 
representative 
of 
AFSCME, 
which organized the Mill Valley 
city employees three weeks 
ago. 


Thuesen declared his union, 
with a nationwide membership 
of 600,000 has the staff and ex­ 
pertise to bargain effectively 
for individual needs of various 
county departments. 
“We believe in the right to 
strike,” said Thuesen.

in connection with a San Ra­ 
fael, Calif, courthouse shootout 
during which four persons died. 


A number of witnesses testi­ 
fied that Poindexter had access 
to newspapers and television 
sets at the time the search for 
Miss Davis was publicized. But 
Cannella said there was no ev­ 
idence Poindexter used them. 


The judge also said assistant 
U.S. Attorney John H. Hoyle 
III, failed to prove Poindexter 
was anywhere near where FBI- 
flyers indicating Miss Davis 
was on the “most wanted” list.

October with Miss Davis, faces 
five years in prison and a $5,00f 
fine if convicted.

Jones Hits 
Home Variances 


Ross Town Councilman Roy 
Farrington Jones complained 
last night that his colleagues 
could be creating an “extreme­ 
ly artificial society” in the 
community because of their re­ 
cent actions on home-expansion 
variances. 


Jones, the lone dissenter in 
recent council meetings on sev­ 
eral variance applications, ob­ 
jected that residents obtaining 
permission to enlarge 
their 
homes had failed to prove hard­ 
ship, as required by town ordi­ 
nance. 


The trend endangered the 
quiet, 
isolated character of 
R o s s , he said, and the town 
threatened to become a “Terra 
Linda-type community — all 
children and dogs.” 
“We can’t keep taking small 
houses and making them lar­ 
ger,” Jones said. The solution 
for growing families in need of 
more space, he said, is to look 
for larger homes. 
He called upon the council 
either to modify the ordinance 
or to adopt a firmer posture 
toward variances “before the 


town changes to a point where 
we can’t redeem it.” 
The council, however, did not 
act on his appeal, and at least 
two of Jones’s colleagues op­ 
posed his stance. 
Jones raised his objections 
moments after dissenting on a 
vote to grant a variance to Don­ 
ald 
E. Wolter of Lagunitas 
Road for repair work that will 
increase the size of his home. 
“There are five different opi­ 
nions of hardship up there,” 
Wolter told Jones, glancing at 
each council member. 
Councilman John H. Chase, 
noting that each application 
posed a “very gray area,” said 
variances should be judged by 
weighing neighborhood impact 
and individual need. 
Councilman Jewell Osterloh 
believed that many applications 
were the result of housewife 
ambition and pride. “It’s in­ 
stinct for women to modify; to 
put their stamp on a home,” 
Mrs. Osterloh said. 
“I really think that as a wom­ 
an, often times it’s very impor­ 
tant to her psychologically,” 
the councilwoman added. 


The Ross Town Council also:

Laws Too Complicated 
Become Self-Defeating 


Laws and regulations that are too 
difficult to understand are self-de­ 
feating. 
As a law’s intricacies become 
more and more beyond the grasp of 
the average citizen, his respect for 
that law grows less and less. Its 
enforcement 
becomes 
more 
and 
more difficult. 
Even the most law-abiding is 
aware that he sometimes trespasses 
on some of the obscure provisions 
and court interpretations of the my­ 
riad statutes of government. And he 
may be dimly aware that he likely 
violates many more regulations that 
have the force of law through hav­ 
ing been adopted by some bureau­ 
cratic agency to e n f o r c e the 
intricate laws it administers. 


RIG HT NOW, just about everyone 
over the age of 21 (and some who 
are younger) is painfully aware of a 
couple of laws that verge on the 
limits of understanding: the state 
and federal income tax laws. 
The Internal Revenue Service es­ 
timates that about half of the na­ 
tion's taxpayers this year took their 
returns to an outsider, generally an 
income tax preparation service, for 
help. The rules on what can and 
cannot be deducted, what must be 
counted as income and what does 
not count, were just too much for 
them. 
Having called in an outsider to 
prepare the return, however, the 
average citizen still cannot be sure 
he got the refund to which he was 
entitled, or paid the tax for which 
he was legally obligated. 


T H E W ALL S T R E E T JO U R N A L 
did an interesting experiment. It 
sent a reporter with an Atlanta tax­ 
payer to five different income tax 
preparation offices. He presented

Henry S. Reuss, D- 
Wis., 56 persons in the United States 
legally paid no tax at all on incomes 
of more than $1 million each in 1969. 
And a revision of the law last year 
failed to close all the loopholes, ac­ 
cording to Reuss. 
Since the California form is mo­ 
deled after the federal, it contains 
the same complexities. 
Many of the law’s intricacies 
were included in an attempt at equi­ 
ty. But laws and regulations that 
are too difficult to understand are 
self-defeating. 
Theoretically, a tax on incomes is 
the most equitable form of taxation. 
But that is not true with the existing 
statutes. They are too complicated. 
While

are debating 
about “ tax reform,” it might pay 
them to look into tax simplification.

Protest Over Galley Verdict 
Reflects Attitude Against War

SACRAMENTO - (CNS) - 
Any student p u r s u i n g the 
American way of life cannot 
be expected to come up with 
any other conclusion than that 
the American people are nuts, 
as he follows inconsistent paths 
in the laws they make and ex­ 
pect the populace to live by. 
For instance, the federal gov­ 
ernment has laws preventing 
monopolies, while city govern­ 
ments pass laws granting mon­ 
opolies. 
Anyhow, such must be the 
conclusion of Sen Alfred H. 
Song, D-Monterey Park, who 
recently introduced legislation 
to prevent cities of more than 


half a million population from 
granting monopoly franchises 
to a single taxicab company. 
IN CALIFORNIA'S largest 
city, says Senator Song, cab 
service is a “ disaster” . 
“ There a single company is 
the only one permitted to do 
business. It has just not been 
able to do the job and as a 
result, those without cars, in­ 
cluding thousands of sick and 
elderly people, are practically 
helpless as far as transporta­ 
tion is concerned,’’ he said. 
“The inadequacies are the re­ 
sult of having a monopoly. The 
way to get good service in our 
free 
enterprise 
system 
is 
through competition.” 


The same reasoning might 
well apply to any of a dozen 
other businesses which have de­ 
pended on government protec­ 
tion to maintain monopoly in 
their fields and cut out competi­ 
tion, to the detriment of the 
peoples’ interests. 


THE CALIFORNIA 
Public 
Utilities Commission is proba­ 
bly the closest government-fi­ 
nanced organization engaging 
in supervision of monopolies, 
with its stringent requirements 
on the transportation business, 
the moving business, furnishing 
gas. power and water. 
The commission builds its au­ 
thorities through “ public conve­ 
nience and necessity.” But just 
why five men and a staff of so- 
called experts should be al­ 
lowed to determine what is 
public convenience and necessi­ 
ty would be a mystery to any 
student of government who did 
not happen to be aware of the 
fact that the power companies, 
the railroads and others of the 
real sizable concerns governed 
by the utilities commission are 
banded together (unofficially, of 
course) to prevent competition. 


AGAIN, 
THE 
STUDENT 
would find we live in a world of 
anachronisms. 
For 
instance, 
government contributes to the 
liquor monopoly by allowing 
the liquor industry to post its 
own prices, and provides for 
enforcement 
of 
penalties 
against those who do not ob­ 
serve them. 
The liquor industry is proba­ 
bly the worst example of mono- 
p o 1 i s t i c price fixing to the 
detriment of the public, all done 
of course, for “ protection” to 
the retailer. 
Sometime the buyer may 
come to the conclusion it’s time 
to stop protecting the seller and 
give the public a break by al­ 
lowing competition. 
But that’s a long way oft

Vision Testing 
Calls For Experts 


The ambitious project of the 
Marin Speech and Hearing Cen­ 
ter (March 29. I.J.j to screen 
pre-school children for speech, 
hearing and vision problems is 
to be commended. However, it 
seems strange to me that spe­ 
cialists will be used to screen 
for speech and hearing prob­ 
lems, and only trained volun­ 
teers (non-professionals) will be 
used to screen for vision prob­ 
lems. 


I wonder what trained volun­ 
teers can determine, and how 
many vision problems will go 
undetected. How many unsus­ 
pecting parents possibly will be 
given self assurance that their 
child has no v i s i o n or sight 
problem, when in fact a sight 
or vision problem may exist? 


Many eye specialist and edu­ 
cators are well aware that the 
human with sight relies on that 
sight and vision to make 80 per 
cent of his decisions. Every mo­ 
ment of our waking hours util­ 
ize the visual s y s t e m . For 
example, try to close your eyes 
and eat your next meal, read or 
write a letter, walk around 
your house. 


Yet the Marin Speech and 
Hearing Center and the Marin 
County 
superintendent 
of 
schools will give vision and 
sight testing its least emphasis 
when they screen for speech, 
hearing and vision problems. 


What vision problems will the 
“ volunteers” be able to uncover 
or not uncover? Will they deter­ 
mine the multitude of vision 
and sight problems that do ex­ 
ist? What of the more publi­ 
cized eye problem, amblyopia 
(lazy eye)? . . . 


Volunteers are to be com­ 
mended, but- can they really 
solve a major problem of such 
important magnitude as vision 
and sight? A professional is 
needed just as much to screen 


for vision problems as for hear­ 
ing and speech problems . . .

Two-Year-Old 
Report On Traffic 


Two years ago when I ran for 
San Rafael City Council, I 
talked about the need for more 
one-way streets, synchronized 
traffic signals, free parking in 
the downtown area and creat­ 
ing a shopping mall by closing 
several blocks of Fourth Street. 
I didn't know at that time 
(hat the city council had au­ 
thorized Jackson Faustman, a 
consulting traffic engineer from 
Sacramento, to survey the cen­ 
tral business district in San Ra­ 
fael and report on a traffic 
improvement plan. This survey 
was authorized in January of 
1969. The report was completed 
and returned to the city council 
in June of the same year. At 
this time I would like you to 
read the introduction of that 
report. 
“ Traffic flow in the San Ra­ 
fael central business district is 
not satisfactory. Not only is 
through-traffic 
between 
U.S. 
Highway 101 and the west sev- 
erlv impeded, but local shop­ 
pers 
are 
discouraged 
from 
patronizing the establishments 
in the c e n t r a l area, traffic 
moves erratically, congestion 
and delays are common, turn­ 
ing 
movements 
into 
cross­ 
streets and into parking facili­ 
ties are difficult and made only 
under hazardous conditions ... 
“ It is apparent from the fore­ 
going that traffic improvements 
in San Rafael, desirable today, 
will be essential tomorrow if 
total traffic stagnation is to be 
avoided; stagnation which is 
followed almost invariably by 
decay and deterioration.” 
The Faustman report plans 
for Fifth Avenue to be one-way 
west, Fourth one-way east. A 
and C would be one way north, 
and B and D one-way south . .. 
The Faustman report stresses 
the urgency of doing something 
now. In two months two years 
will have passed since this re­ 
port has been done. If we wait 
much longer we will have to 
have another survey before 
anything is done to solve the 
problems that exist in San Ra­ 
fael. We can’t afford to contin­ 
ue waiting until tomorrow to 
solve yesterday’s problems.

“Some folks rise to success — 
and some refuse to stoop to it.” 


WASHINGTON — Who would 
have thought that the jury ver­ 
dict against Lt. William Calley 
for the.My Lai civilian killings 
would have united the nation —- 
dove and hawk. pro-Vietnam 
and anti-Vietnam, 
pro-Nixon 
and anti-Nixon in one massive, 
angry protest? On the surface it 
must appear that there is some 
terrifying gap between the con­ 
science of the military jury, 
which was unanimous against 
Calley, and the conscience of 
the American people, who are 
nearly unanimous in behalf of 
Calley. 
I do not see it that way. I feel 
the conscience of the jury and 
the conscience of the nation 
have much in common. 
The military jury, made up 
not of armchair-generals but of 
young combat veterans, wras 
appraising the events of My Lai 
and Calley’s part in them, and 
found he violated the rules of 
war which he had been taught. 
It was an honest and honora­ 
ble verdict. 
The public jury is expressing 
an equally honest and honora­ 
ble determination that Lieuten­ 
ant Calley not be made a lone 
scapegoat for actions for which 
he is not alone responsible. 


SOME F E E L THAT the deci­ 
sion against Calley will be used 
to cover up the guilt of others 
higher in command. Others be­ 
lieve the Calley killings should 
be totally extenuated by the 
inevitable brutality of war. A 
minority contends that My Lai 
reflects the deliberate policy of 
Presidents Johnson, Nixon and 
other high American officials. 
The public revulsion against 
the jury verdict is so instant, so 
pervasive and so deep it cannot 
and should not be ignored. It 
stems from very humanitarian 
instincts and, in most inst­ 
ances, a determination that ev­ 
erything be brought out before 
Calley is finally judged. 
The fact that 79 per cent of 
the people dislike the Calley 
verdict, as reported by Gallup, 
does not mean that these people 
like what Calley did. I think 
this off-the-cuff comment by a 
65-year-old retired government 


WASHINGTON - It’s the 
sort of thing you would expect 
from George Wallace. 
Some people watching from 
Washington were only kidding a 
little when they suggested that 
his visit to Fort Benning to chat 
with Lt. William Calley was 
also to inspect the young officer 
as possible Vice presidential 
candidate material. 
The thing that tempted Wal­ 
lace a c r o s s the border into 
Georgia, of course, was the 
uprising of sentiment against 
the Calley conviction and life 
sentence. Anybody who draws 
that much supporting mail ob­ 
viously is an attractive person 
for any politician to have his 
picture taken with, no matter 
that he was just found guilty of 
assassinating at least 22 help­ 
less civilians. 


I T ’ S ALSO THE SORT of 
thing you would expect from 
Lester Maddox. 
He became governor of Geor­ 
gia by riding public sentiment, 
whether or not that had any­ 
thing to do with morality or 
decent government. 
That part is a little subtle for 
Wallace and Maddox. Their ap­ 
titude is not so much for inter­ 
preting mail and sentiment as 
for merely adding it up. And it 
adds up to a great o u t c r y 
against 
the 
Establishment, 
w h i c h to hawks of the right 
means mealy-mouthed political 
advocates of a “ no-win” policy, 
and to doves of the left means 
the presidents and generals 
who allowed us to enter Viet­ 
nam in the first place. 
Add together all those hawk 
post cards and dove telegrams 
and you h a v e a lot of anti- 
Establishment voters, and that 
is why Wallace and Maddox 
climbed upon the stump at that 
A.merican Legion rally in Col- 
u m b u s and told the folks to 
keep up their protests. If the 
pressure is maintained, they 
said, Mr. Nixon will surely “ do 
the right thing.” 


BUT IS T H A T WHAT we 
should expect from the Presi­ 
dent of the United States? 
That is what Maddox and 
Wallace expected; 
and 
less 
than 24 hours after they made 
their prediction, he proved they 
understood him well. He an­ 
nounced that he would step in 
with a final personal review of 
the military courts’ findings, 
thus making it clear he, like the 
two Deep South politicians, di­ 
vined “ the right t h i n g ’ ’ by 
counting his mail. 
Consider what the President’s 
decision means. He is the com- 


employee reflects a very gener­ 
al reaction: 
“ I don’t think that C a l l e y 
should have done it. But they 
should go far up in the com­ 
mand to find out w h e r e the 
responsibility lies. That was my 
first feeling. Then, as you read 
about it, you sort of feel sorry 
for the fellow.” 
WHATEVER THE extenuat­ 
ing circumstances, there can be 
no condoning of Calley’s act. I 
believe that the public has ral­ 
lied to Calley’s side because the 
American people are revolted 
by the brutality of war which 
television has been putting into 
the homes of most Americans 
nearly every night. 
They see Calley more a vic­ 
tim than a murderer. 
I’m not saying that television 
and its war coverage should be 
censored in any way. But many 
Americans, with the TV camer­ 
as focused on the battlefield, 
seem ready to conclude that 
anything is better than resist­ 
ance to aggression. 
THE PEO PLE of North Viet­ 
nam are not horrified apparent­ 
ly by the b r u t a 1 i t y of war 
because their government me­ 
dia do not report it. The people 
of North Vietnam are shown 
pictures of the 22 civilians slain 
by Calley at My Lai but they 
are not allowed to see pictures 
of the 3,000 South Vietnamese 
civilians shot in the back in 
Hue by the North Vietnamese 
army. 
We should realize that no war 
is without brutality. But there 
are worse things than the bru­ 
tal consequences of war. They 
are the brutal consequences of 
an independent nation having 
its independence destroyed by 
an aggressor. 
This does not mean that the 
United States can shield every 
harassed country’, but it will be 
a bad day if the American peo­ 
ple always shrink from protect­ 
ing the peace because war is 
too brutal. War is brutal but 
leaving the field to an aggres­ 
sor can be more brutal. We 
musn’t let television disarm us. 
It is time to end the Ameri­ 
can role in Vietnam but let us 
not do it for the wrong reasons. 


mander in chief of all the re­ 
viewing officers, the power who 
appoints the judges of the U.S. 
Court of Military Appeals and 
the secretary of the Army. At 
every level of appeal and re­ 
view he is going to be looking 
over their shoulders, his pre­ 
judice in favor of the defendant 
already strongly implied. Con­ 
sider what effect that will have 
on the appeal and review pro­ 
cess. 


LESS THAN A W EEK ago, 
after the court’s initial decision 
and verdict were reached, I 
was able to write that it had 
been a cold and objective pro­ 
ceeding — and that only so long 
as such proceedings are possi­ 
ble can we continue to live un­ 
der a government of laws, 
rather than of men. Now that 
laboriously sustained 
atmos­ 
phere of judicial propriety is 
shattered. 
The most astounding thing 
about the President’s threa­ 
tened intervention, after the 
mere fact of it, is the blatancy 
with which it was stated. John 
D. Ehrlichman, his domestic 
policy chief, did the talking. It 
was one qualified lawyer speak­ 
ing for another. 
Yet Ehrlichman said, flat on 
the record, that the President 
was stepping in because the 
case had “ captured the interest 
of the American people to the 
degree that it has.” As he put 
it, Mr. Nixon wants to be cer­ 
tain that the Calley verdict will 
get “ another ingredient of re­ 
view” which weighs more than 
merely “ stark legal issues.” 


THIS FROM TWO lawyers, 
mind you, two of the principals 
in the great law and order cru­ 
sade of the autumn of 1970. And 
racing around the country im­ 
mediately after the announce­ 
ment, Herbert Klein did his 
best to weasel their words by 
denying that Mr. Nixon would 
make his final decision by con­ 
sulting public opinion polls. No 
polls are necessary when the 
mail shows that the case “ has 
captured the interest of the 
American people to the degree 
that it has.” 
No, it's not what you should 
expect from the President of 
the United States. From two 
tinhorn southern politicians at a 
Legion rally, p e r h a p s . Or 
maybe from a Roman emperor. 
The emperors made life-and- 
death decisions by gauging the 
roar of the crow d -th u m b s up 
or thumbs down. But at least 
they didn’t call that a fair trial. 
They called it a circus.

Parade O f Broken Promises 
Brings Anger To Marin City 


Persons who attend meetings 
in Marin City for the first time 
are often surprised at the anger 
exhibited by some residents, 
particularly if the discussion 
turns to community develop­ 
ment. 
Even a cursory look at the 
brief history of the southern 
Marin community will show 
ample reasons for that anger. 
For 15 years the residents 
have been inundated with plans 
and proposals for transforming 
Marin City into a complete sub­ 
urban community. For 15 years 
these same residents have been 
disappointed when the grand 
schemes failed to materialize. 
And residents have found, 
through frustration and bitter 
experience, that a community 
without the tax base that devel­ 
opment brings is a community 
without power, dependent on 
the crumbs that happen to fall 
from rich, developed areas. 
THE LIST OF B R O K E N 
promises is appalling and is 
reason for the chagrin one sees 
at meetings. In 1958, for exam­ 
ple, Marin County Redevelop­ 
ment 
Agency 
b o r r o w e d 
$1,500,000 from the federal gov­ 
ernment to pay for construction 
of streets, sewers, etc. 
To get the loan, the redevel­ 
opment agency had to promise 
$778,000 in local funds or contri­ 
butions. The promises of assist­ 
ance were relative easy to 
obtain. Getting the local contri­ 
butors to make good on their 
promises is another matter. 
As part of the local share, 
Sausalito School District prom­ 
ised to build an elementary 
school in Marin City. Ten years 
later no school is even contem- 
p 1 a t e d for the area and the 
school district is giving serious 
thought to closing the communi­ 
ty’s only school, Manzanita. 
As part of the same agree­ 
ment, Tamalpais High School 
District vowed to build a high 
school in Marin City. To date, 
nothing has come of the agree­ 
ment. 


ABOUT THE SAME time the 
County of Marin pledged to 
build a police and fire station to 
replace the shack and trailer 
which served 6 (inadequately 
even then). Recently, county su­ 
pervisors approved plans for 
the long-awaited complex, iron­ 
ically at a time when the fire 
station may no longer be neces­ 
sary. 
Marin City is included in a 
study on consolidating all fire 
protection in southern Marin 
into one department. The study 
will show, among other things, 
the most efficient locations for 
substations; Marin City may 
not be among them. 


FOR SEVEN YEARS Califor­ 
nia Development Co. had sole 
rights to development in Marin 
City. It made glowing promises 
of what it would accomplish. 
Despite the fact the company 
failed to perform, the Marin 
County Redevelopment Agency 
granted it six extensions. After 
all that time Cal Development 
left Marin City last year. 


Now the Marin Urban Devel­ 
opment Association is seeking 
exclusive development rights to 
lands in Marin City, and Wal­ 
lace K. Shepherd, new head of 
the redevelopment agency, is 
dealing with several private de­ 
velopers who have expressed 
interest in purchasing some or 
all of the choicer lands. 


Conflict has developed be­ 
cause the urban development 
association resents the fact oth­ 
er developers are being brought 
in. 
The question of who will de­ 
velop Marin City remains unan- 
s w e r e d , but one thing is 
certain: Any developer coming 
into the community had best 
not make promises that can’t 
be kept. 
Marin City residents are tired 
— understandably so — of 
promises. They want results 
and are determined to get 
them.

Letters Show Public Concern 
Over Happenings At Brasilia 


There’s a slow burn going on in 
the minds of the folks who are 
paying the bill for the performance

Make no mistake about 
it. B e t t e r look behind you, you 
eight performers. 
Witness: In my mail (among 


other messages 
of 
concern 
about the a c t i o n ) this: One 
reader of the column sent me a 
clipping from the I-J of March 
26, quoting the county adminis­ 
trator as saying that “ he had 
received a half a dozen letters 
addressed to the county super­ 
visors, accusing them of pass­ 
ing an o r d i n a n c e (about 
communes.).” 
The reader had heard about 
Alan Bruce editing all mail ad­ 
dressed to the board from de­ 
partment heads, often sending 
letters back to be rewritten to 
his liking, before he would pre­ 
sent them. The reader asked 
why he was permitted to open 
letters from the public which 
were addressed to the supervi­ 
sors — why such letters didn’t 
go directly to the board mem­ 
bers or to the secretaries? Good 
question! It shouldn’t be too 
much of an effort for them to 
open and read their mail first. 
THE FOLLOWING came to 
me in the same mail, it was 
from a gentleman who lives in 
southern Marin — a profession­ 
al man, highly respected in San 
Francisco where he has his 
firm: 
“ I have lived in Marin a good 
many years... Consequently, I 
read your 'County Comment’ 
with especial interest. I now 
write you concerning your col­ 
umn of 26 March, in which you 
detail some of the shenanigans 
of the county administrator. I 
don’t know this man, but have 
watched his 
operations 
for 
some time; and have been ap­ 
palled — and alarmed — by his 
continual grasping for more 
and more power, and the fact 
that there seems to be no real 
disposition or effort to restrain 
him.I remember Lord Acton’s 
dictum that ‘all power corrupts, 
and absolute power corrupts 
absolutely.’ I also remember 
that Patrick Henry bitterly op­ 
posed Virginia’s ratification of 
the Constitution because, said 
he (I quote from memory): ‘It 
puts a check upon the Congress 


and the President, but none 
whatsoever upon the Supreme 
Court.’ And he thundered, ‘Who 
or what, I ask you, is to res­ 
train the Supreme Court!’ ” 


“ Perhaps the county adminis­ 
trator is, like the S u p r e m e 
Court, beyond restraint; if so, 
he is a dangerous man. 


“ HOW WAS HIS office creat­ 
ed? Was it solely by act of the 
supervisors, or did the people 
vote on it? If it was by act of 
the supervisors, one would as­ 
sume that the power to restrain 
the occupant resides in them, 
but if that be the case, why dc 
they permit him to play the role 
of tyrant?”

Marin Landlords Found 
Distrustful Of Young People

heard. Today’s youth editorial 
is by Spencer Sias, a 21-year- 
old College of Marin student.)

It occurred to me that this is 
the fourth house that I have 
lived in in less than a year. I 
haven’t been back in this coun­ 
ty for a year yet. 
The main reason that this 
thought moved in on me is that 
the extent of my stay in this 
present dwelling is looking a bit 
short. Am I being treated un­ 
justly by landlords, neighbors, 
or, just plain Karma? The way 
I look at it, no. At least that’s 
the way the prevailing laws 
blow and everybody knows that 
you don’t fight the laws, you 
sail with them. 
This isn’t to say that I hav­ 
en’t encountered some pretty 
bleak facts concerning being 
young and t r y i n g to rent a 
house from a Marin landowner. 
THERE IS A VARIETY of 
landlords in Marin, but if I had 
to 
generalize 
about 
them, 
things would be generally bad. 
Most of them regard me with 
immediate distrust at my inqui­ 
ries regarding their houses and 
fidget while trying to “ politely” 
get rid of me. It seems that 
while they want me to have 
respect for them and their pro- 


perty and whatever else they 
value, they infer perhaps by 
my lackadaisical way of dress­ 
ing and my youth a lack of 
responsibility and trust. It was 
at the end of a six-month look­ 
ing stage when I reached such 
a sense of unsettled security as 
to make a d e c i s i o n which 
showed me another kind of lan­ 
dlord. 
Two of us agreed to pay $145 
a month for a one room kitch- 
en-bathroom bottom of a house 
t h r o u g h which winter rain 
flowed freely from the hill be­ 
hind. The rent, we could pay, 
but the river was too much. We 
built a wall d i v e r t i n g the 
stream to the outside of the 
house. It was free of charge to 
the landlord and a remarkable 
impovement to his property. 
When he noted it, he told us not 
to expect anything for it be­ 
cause he had not told us we 
could do it. 
But then, he d i d n ’ t really 
care about the property or the 
condition of living it offered the 
people within. It was sliding 
down the hill and he was trying 
to sell it before it got to the 
bottom. As far as I know he is 
still trying to sell it, and it is 
still sliding down the hill. 
When it came time to move 
out for a much more economi­ 
cal price and my own room, I 
felt that I had left his place in 
better shape than when I came. 
He agreed, but when it came 
time for him to pay back the 


cleaning deposit he nicked off 
$2 for the ad it took to fill the 
p l a c e . He made us pay the 
price of his filling his place 
again. 
PUTTING THINGS aside for 
a moment, there are a few lan­ 
dlords running for the board of 
trustees of this college (Marin 
Junior College District - editor) 
and I would like to know how 
some of these candidates feel 
about adequate student housing 
in this county. 
One observation that I have 
made regarding the general 
county feeling towards young 
people’s housing, is the town 
anti-commune laws. The high 
rents force students to pool 
their small amounts of money 
for one house. 
This has a way of keeping 
newcomers out of the county. It 
also seems to indicate an aver­ 
sion on the part of certain seg­ 
ments of this population to 
students or the younger citizens 
of a different nature than their 
own. 
When people say that money 
is powerful they are right. Mo­ 
ney is the chief value around 
here. It takes priority over the 
ideal of learning. That must 
mean that we learn to make 
money. 
IT SEEMS THAT there is a 
dark cloud of distortion obscur­ 
ing the bright promise of the 
American educational system. 
What ever happened to learning 
as an end in itself?

Restaurateur Galli Celebrating 
51st Anniversary In Business 


At long last I believe I have 
pinpointed the senior restaura­ 
teur of Marin County. 


Previously 
I 
thought 
this 
might be Joe Ghiringhelli of 
Deer Park Villa in Fairfax, 
who chalked up his 50th year in 
the county in March. But I am 
sorry, Joe — there is someone 
who beats you by e l e v e n 
months. That is Salvatore Galli. 
whose 51st anniversary is this 
month. (If there are any other 
contestants for the title, please 
sfate your case. > 


Sal Galli did not open his first 
Marin restaurant at the present 
Ignacio location — although he 
originally tried for that very 
spot. 
But the property was 
leased out, so he had to pass it 
up for five years. Meanwhile in 
1920. he set himself up a few 
miles south at the former Two 
Mile Inn and bided his time 
This was in the Terra Linda 


area, not much more than a 
stone's throw across the creek 
from where Holiday Inn is now 
It was Sal's first restaurant 
operation, but not his first food 
venture. Before World War I he 
had operated Galli Food Co.. a 
produce firm in San Francisco, 
and still earlier in the century 
he had run a grocery store for a 
while on Ross Avenue, San An- 
selmo. The Galli family had 
owned the old Toscano Hotel in 
San Francisco. 
Eventually Galli’s in Ignacio 
became widely known for its 
sumptuous Italian dinners — a 
reputation it holds this day. Sal 
has eased up from full responsi­ 
bility for the operation and son 
Frank now- handles this capa­ 
bly. Following the pattern set 
by his father. Frank found him­ 
self involved in the restaurant, 
b u s i n e s 8 when he was dis­ 
charged from the service after 
World War II 


And Galli’s has become firm­ 
ly entrenched in Marin history. 
If it is in fact the oldest family- 
operated 
restaurant 
in 
the 
county — our hearty congratu­ 
lations.

'‘better” jobs and executive 
washrooms. 
But many of today's college 
graduates want no part of big 
corporations, big cars and big 
salaries. They would rather 
keep the long hair and free life 
styles of their youth. 
They want jobs where they 
can serve others and keep their 
identity. And some yearn to 
escape the "system” by setting 
up their own small businesses. 
Sacramento State College— 
along with many other schools 
—is meeting this demand with 
a new service at the college 
placement center where future

Run by an attractive 30-year- 
old graduate art student, "New 
Life Vocations” helps this new- 
kind of student. 
"We specialize in alternative 
careers,” says Peg Decious, the 
tall brunette who began the 
program a year ago. 
•It attempts to provide a 
student with 
the 
kind 
of 
counseling and resources infor­ 
mation that will help him take 
another look at his life style 
and 
perhaps 
make 
some 
changes that will put him on a 
more comfortable course.” 
"Most students come to see 
me 
out 
of 
curiosity,” 
she 
explains. "They are about to 
graduate 
and 
are 
suddenly 
struck with the terror of having 
to leave college, put on a suit 
and play the game ... After 
talking for a while we get 
around to what kind of life 
they'd like to lead if they had 
their wish.” 


"It’s often hard to get these 
students to admit 
that the 
pattern that their parents have 
so proudly programmed for 
them isn't the answer. But once 
we get down to it, it’s really 
exciting to see the look of 
freedom they get on 
their 
faces.”

Why was the program set up? 
“ It was needed because we 
realized we weren’t serving 
certain groups of people. We 
weren't serving the hip commu­ 
nity. Why would they want to 
come in here and talk 
to 
General Motors?” 
Miss Decious talks to about 
80 students a month. Some of 
them are just exploring possibi­ 
lities for the future, others have 
chosen the hip life style and 
want to know how they can 
keep it and earn a living. 
“ They're committed to living 
on less money, they don't want 
to be consumers anymore." 
Some 
have 
chosen 
the 
straight life and want out. 
“ I had an accountant come in 
once.” relates Miss Decious. 
“ He liked his work, but he just 
couldn't stand working with 
accountants anymore.” 
The center gave him some 
ideas 
on 
“ specializing 
in 
accounting for hip firms and 
the last we heard he was in the 
.San Francisco Bay Area doing 
fine. 
What kind of jobs does the 
center help students find? One 
apprenticed himself to a chef 
and has set up a catering 
business. Miss Decious herself 
is growing vegetables to sell. 
Others become teachers in free 
schools, 
carpenters, 
set 
up 
small auto repair or pottery 
shops, or go to work in halfway 
houses or other social service 
institutions. 
Literature in the area is 
extensive, 
and 
includes 
a 
special magazine entitled “Vo­ 
cations for Social Change.” 
“ It's getting to be a big 
thing,” says Miss Decious. “ It's 
not a free thing or a whim 
anymore. In order to have the 
life style we want we have to 
go at it in a million different 
ways.” 
How much can the “ new life” 
people earn? The pay ranges 
from mere subsistence 
to 
$24,000 a year offered for a 
physician to run a cooperative 
clinic in Marianna, Ark. 
Miss Decious emphasizes that 
the center is more than a job 
bureau. While it puts students 
in contact with jobs, it also 
tries to teach them how to find 
their own. 
“ We try to get them in the 
happiest spot possible,” she 
explains. “ I'm not going to plan 
their lives for them. I try to 
help them think." 
“ What most of these people 
needed was a little encourage­ 
ment. some examples that it 
can be done and the realization 
that a college degree does not 
necessarily lead to a manage­ 
ment position at a department 
store.”

Mental Patients Draws Attack 
Is Missing 


State law prohibiting disclo­ 
sure of information about men­ 
tal patients is hampering law 
- enforcement 
and 
should 
be 
amended. 
That recommendation, along 
with 14 others, was released 
yesterday by the health and 
hospital comm ittee section of 
the 1970 Marin County Grand 
Ju ry report. 
According to the com m ittee, 
headed by Roberta Erlandsen 
of San R afael, the confidentiali­ 
ty clause of the Lanterm an-Pe- 
tris-Short Act “ seem s to have 
resulted in the lessening of the 
security of the general public.’’ 
The 
com m ittee 
reported 
it 
has arranged for mental health 
officials to m eet with law offi­ 
cers in order to resolve the 
conflict. 
The recommendation was one 
of seven pertaining to the M ar­ 
in Community Mental Health 
Center. 
Other recom m endations sug­ 
gest improved communications 
with county law enforcem ent 
and health agencies, verifica­ 
tion by the center of patients’ 
financial status before setting 
fees, improvement of its refer­ 
ral 
service, 
referral 
of 
dis­ 
turbed county prisoners to state 
facilities unless a secure area 
can be provided at the center 
and improved staff identifica­ 
tion. 
“An open and informal at­ 
m osphere is maintained with 
the center staff, adopting a cas­ 
ual dress policy,” the report 
s a y s . “At tim es this atm os­ 
phere conflicts with a need for 
greater security involving cer­ 
tain patients. 
This particularly applies to 
patients who are brought to the 
center 
for 
treatm ent 
as 
an 
em ergency m easure, the report 
states. “At such times, staff are 
difficult to identify and the ad­ 
missions 
procedure 
becomes 
cum bersom e.” 
The county’s public health de­ 
partm ent, whose director, Dr. 
Carolyn Albrecht is under fire 
from 
County 
Adm inistrator 
Alan B r u c e for m ism anage­ 
m ent, is understaffed in certain 
divisions, the com m ittee found. 
Among 
those 
understaffed, 
the report says, is the controv­ 
ersial venereal disease clinic in 
San Rafael which should be ex­ 
panded to include a full-time 
health educator, “ along with 
adequate clinical personnel.” 
Since 1961, the VD laboratory 
staff has had the sam e profes­ 
sional personnel and physical 
space and the clinic staff has 


During the sam e period, the 
report continues, patient visits 
have increased 854 per cent.

telephone idea has caught on in 
many states,” she says. 
A combination of DP&S staff, 
experienced volunteers and five 
Kappa corps members set up 
the pilot project and are contin­ 
uously training more Kappa 
volunteers to keep up with the 
growing requests of older per­ 
sons registered with the depart­ 
ment who have said they would 
like a phone pal. There is no 
random calling and no intrusion 
of anyone’s privacy. 
Because the Kappa volun­ 
teers feel that the sensitivities 
of persons involved in a tel­ 
ephone reassurance program 
are a vital ingredient, a corp 
group for a pilot project was 
formed last fall and met with 
members of the DPSS staff 
searching out the best way to 
establish a service. From this 
the initial learning program ev­ 
olved, and, in addition to Mrs. 
Boden, two retired volunteers 
stepped into integral training 
roles. 
One, Mrs. Florence Fast of 
Mill Valley, is a recently re­ 
tired DPSS staff member who 
specialized as a supervisor in 
old age assistance. From her 
years of working with the elder­ 
ly Mrs. Fast is able to spell out 
helpful ways of being a phone 
pal. She is herself proof that 
retired persons can make vital 
contributions to business. 
ANOTHER RETIREMENT- 
AGE volunteer, Bob Beebe of 
San Anselmo, coordinates the 
project within the department 
and mans the Phone Pal desk 
in the department four days a 
week. He set up the records for 
Phone Pals, handles the paper 
work and answers Kappa vol­ 
unteers’ questions. 
One 
volunteer, 
concerned 
about her phone pal’s distress 
over repair problems in her 
apartment, 
checked 
with 
Beebe, who in turn checked the 
state housing inspector and 
found a bonafide problem which 
needed handling. 
After attending a two and a 
half hour learning session each 
volunteer receives a kit con­ 
taining information so she is 
able to cope with questions of a 
wide variety. She leaves the 
session with a list of not more 
than five phone pals and the 
confidence that no question or 
need will throw her. 
Bob Beebe, who puts the kits 
together, includes numbers to 
call at DPSS, a rundown on the 
purpose of Phone Pals, infor-

mation from the Marin County 
Senior Coordinating Council, 
some brief tips on “dos and 
don’ts” for telephoning, a pam­ 
phlet on Medi-Cal benefits, an 
explanation sheet on Social Ser­ 
vices Department terms, cards 
to keep notations on each phone 
pal and a sheet explaining the 
importance of confidentiality in 
the program because official 
files are used to help volunteer 


employees in their work. 
KAPPA VOLUNTEERS say 
they are bursting with warm 
anecdotes about their phone 
pals — vignettes that cannot be 
told because no names will ever 
be used. 
Much mail comes to the 
Phone Pal desk from persons 
who have heard about the pro­ 
gram and would like it for so­ 
meone in their f a m i l i e s , 
Marin 
Women 
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persons who do not feel they 
need it themselves but like the 
idea. Some elderly people have 
asked to become Phone Pals 
themselves. 
There is a note from a Span­ 
ish woman who says that her 
son’s friends have made her 
feel so welcome since coming to 
this country that she does not 
need this service herself, but 
she feels happy that so many 
persons who do might have the 
opportunity. Another is from a 
woman who worries about leav­ 
ing her parents, 82 and 84, 
alone while she works during 
the day. 
“ If you called and asked my 
mo t he r if she would like a 
phone pal, she would say, ‘No, 
don’t bother,’ but will they be 
all right tomorrow and the next 
day?” her letter asks. 
TYPICAL 
OF 
reactions 
among the people phoned dur­ 
ing the pilot program was an 
elderly woman who told her 
phone pal that she just sits by 
the phone all day waiting for 
the call. 
Men take to the idea especial­ 
ly, according to Mrs. Fast, be­ 
cause they don’t have the props 
of keeping house to keep them 
occupied during the day. 
One frank woman told her 
phone pal after several weeks 
that she had anticipated it 
would be a “damned nuisance” 
but found she was enjoying it 
immensely. 
“THE REWARDS are mu­ 
tual,” says Mrs. John W. Nixon 
of San Rafael, president of the 
Kappa Kappa Gamma Alum­ 
nae of Marin, who has just re- 
t u r n e d from 
the 
Kappa 
province convention in Pacific 
Palisades, where she accepted 
the chapter’s award for enhanc­ 
ing the image of the fraternity 
in the community. 
“ The friendly voice we bring 
into a lonely, older person’s life 
has generated a warm response 
and has had a reciprocal boost 
for volunteers who are giving a 
bit of their time each week to 
the meaningful business of be­ 
ing a Phone Pal. 
“We are trying to do it in the 
best way possible for these peo­ 
ple. We have inner motivation 
as a Kappa group since our 
national philanthropy is rehabi­ 
litation. The award we received 
is for the Phone Pal idea, and it 
was given b e c a u s e it helps 
many lonely people and costs 
almost nothing — only a little 
time and effort.

A seder is a feast to celebrate 
the Jewish holiday of Passover, 
which begins at sundown to­ 
night, but the children began 
preparing for it Tuesday when 
they heard the story of Passov­ 
er and learned that the feast 
commemorates the exodus of 
the Israelites from Egypt in 
days of the Pharaoh. 
Wednesday the children, ages 
6 through 12, began preparing 
the seder table, which tradition 
says should look very beautiful, 
coloring paper plates and mak­ 
ing name places cards. They 
also prepared the foods, includ-

There were five volunteers to 
make the matzo kugel, a pud­ 
ding that would be the main 
dish and would be served after 
the traditions of the seder were 
performed. 
The rest of the campers were 
recruited to make the charoses, 
a mixture of apples, chopped 
nuts, cinnamon, raisins, honey 
and wine, in this case grape 
juice in a red mountain bottle. 
Ten apple peelers suffered 
only one skinned knuckle, and 
there were only two minor fin­ 
ger injuries from apple chop­ 
ping. Some of the honey missed 
the bowl, but enough was sal­ 
vaged for the meal, where it 
would symbolize the mortar of 
which the Jews made bricks for 
Pharaoh in their days of slav­ 
ery in Egypt. 
“We make charoses because 
we can’t eat cement,” ex­ 
plained a camper. 
The learning process, prepar­ 
ing the seder food, continued as 
one child washed the parsley 
and another entered the kitchen 
in horror. 
“ THAT’S THE second time 
the parsley’s been washed,” he 
cried. The parsley would again 
be washed because it is dipped 
into salt water during the meal 
to remind observers of the 
tears Jewish mot he r s shed 
when t h e i r sons were taken 
from them. 
With the eggs hard boiled and 
sliced and the radishes sliced, 
the food was r e a d y to be 
served. Some children picked 
wildflowers while others set the 
table, which included candles in 
candlesticks; a cup for Elijah, 
an invisible guest at the seder, 
who, according to Jewish le­ 
gend, will announce the coming 
of the Messiah; a wine glass; 
and a bottle of wine. 


In front of the place where 
the oldest boy, playing the role 
of father, would sit were three 
matzos covered by a cloth. 
Next — the seder, culminat­ 
ing three days of learning by 
participating — was about to 
begin. The children found their 
seats, recognizing the plates 
they had decorated. 
Most were decorated with 
Stars of David, flowers and 
peace signs, but one original 
young camper crayoned the 
message, “ moza (sic) meal 
mush is good for you unfortin- 
ually (sic).” 
FOLLOWING THE lighting of 
the c a n d l e s , the wine was 
blessed, the parsley dipped and 
eaten by a few. 
“Yuck,” was the comment by 
many who braved tasting the 
curly vegetable. 
The “father” explained the 
extra cup of wine on the table 


from all other nights?” a ques­ 
tion which is synonamous with 
Passover, was asked next. As 
tradition dictates six questions 
regarding the traditions of Pas­ 
sover were asked and answered 
by the “father” who then told 
the story of Passover. 


The meaning #of each food is 
asked by a child and explained 
by the father at a seder. The 
children asked, listened and 
then ate their eggs, radishes 
and horseradish, and then the 
kugel was served. 


When the last blessing was 
said the children learned anoth­ 
er lesson — dishwashing is a 
part of it all. 


Directions for setting the sed­ 
er table 
In front of the person who 
conducts the service, place on a 
large platter three matzos, 


and ordered the door opened for 
Elijah. 
After the opening of the door 
he said, “ We open the door to 
welcome any guests who may 
stand without. Would that the 
hungry and poor everywhere 
could celebrate this passover 
with us. 


“ As an e xt r a cup of wine 
stands on our table and we say, 
‘this is the cup of Elijah,’ so we 
now say before the open door, 
‘welcome Elijah, for with your 
comi ng comes the time of 
peace and goodness on earth.’” 


HE THEN offered one of the 
matzo to Elijah or any who are 
poor and hungry in the hope 
that next year at this time all 
who are troubled and sorrowful 
may have found happiness. 
“ Why is this night different 


each of which is covered separ­ 
ately in the folds of a napkin or 
special cover. Next to it place a 
large platter containing the 
Seder symbols: 
1. The roasted shank bone of 
a lamb. 
2. A roasted egg. 
3. A piece of horseradish, a 
bit of charoses, and a spring of 
parsley. 
F 1 a c e on the table for the 
company, 
or 
on 
individual 
plates: 
1. Bitter herbs (horseradish 
cut into small pieces). 
2. Charoses. 
3. Parsley or watercress. 
4. Salt water.

Francois Duvalier — more fondly (or snide- 
ly) r e f e r r e d to as Papa Doc — the self- 
proclaimed lifetime leader of Haiti, has been 
given a good deal of publicity recently. 
In his twilight years, Papa Doc has finally 
admitted (to himself presumably) that he will 
not live forever. Consequently, he has under­ 
taken some necessary and rather humorous 
motions to assure the succession of his title 
and position to his son. 
The young man, like many 
offspring of the famous and 
wealthy, is seemingly not ex­ 
actly a chip off the old block. 
And from all outward appear­ 
ances, his qualifications for the 
presidency leaves much to be 
desired. Still, he is Papa Doc’s 
son and blood is thicker than 
water. 
Though held in disdain by 
some, Papa Doc is m e r e l y 
practicing an old phenomenon 
which could be called papa-per- 
petuation. History is full of do­ 
cuments and accounts of the 
attempts of great dictators and 
rulers to perpetuate their own 
images 
via 
their 
offspring. 
Some attem pts were successful, 
but most were dismal (even 
laughable) failures. 
EUROPEAN royalty, though 
still on the scene figuratively, 
is certainly not what it used to 
be, which further illuminates 
the problems involved in papa- 
perpetuation. 
On the contemporary scene, 
we have watched Latin Ameri­ 
can and emerging African na­ 
tions which have had internal 
upheavals repeatedly attem pt 
papa-perpetuation. 
Here in the U n i t e d States 
where we pride ourselves in 
having no royalty and still ver 
bally a s c r i b e to the great 


American dream — every boy 
can grow up to b e c o m e the 
President of the United States 
— our form of papa-perpetua­ 
tion could best be titled Papa 
Money. 


Though we don’t worship roy­ 
al bloodiines, we do stand in 
awe of money. We idolize mo­ 
neymakers — movie stars, en­ 
tertainers, 
politicians, 
even 
crooks (so long as they m ain­ 
tain an aura of respectability). 
WE PAY a good deal of lip- 


service to equal opportunity, 
but being the offspring of Papa 
Money certainly opens many a 
door that would otherwise be 
closed. (As witness the number 
of not particularly talented sons 
and daughters of moneyed sin­ 
gers and actors who have found 
secure places in money-making 
positions.) 
Many a statesm an has cut a 
clear path for his offspring to 
follow in his footsteps. There 
have always been a number of 
father-son teams in Washing­ 
ton, ranging all the way back to 
the famous Adams family. 
We may laugh at Papa Doc’s 
tactics — like changing the le­ 
gal age for the presidency to 
assure his son’s eligibility for 
office; but Papa Money also 
goes through some rather ob­ 
vious maneuvers to insure suc­ 
cess for his offspring — like 
sending plane tickets and floral 
bouquets to guests to insure a 


packed house for the theater 
opening of his offspring. Suc­ 
cess at any cost. 
Even further down the money 
tree, papa-perpetuation is prac­ 
ticed whenever possible. The 
ghetto kid somehow finds him­ 
self in jail quicker than the son 
of the local businessman —for 
similar law infringements. 
Ironically, this phenomenon 
of papa-perpetuation is one of 
the things which middle-class, 
white American youths say 
they are violently opposed to. 
They want to do t h e i r own 
thing, be their own man. How­ 
ever, 
while verbalizing the 
same, there appear to be many 
who are taking full advantage 
of being the namesake of Papa 
Money. 
Anyway, call it human nature 
or whatever, if papa’s (any 
papa) got it, chances are he’ll 
make every attem pt to see that 
his offspring get it, too.

Milhaud, 
78, 
noted 
French 
composer, 
is 
resigning 
his 
music faculty post at Mills 
College which he joined as 
professor of music in 1940. 
Milhaud was commissioned 
in 1969 to compose a work for 
the opening of the Marin Civic 
Center Auditorium, now sched­ 
uled for next September. 
Milhaud is ranked as Fran­ 
ce’s greatest living composer 
and one of the most widely 
respected men in American 
music. 
The announcement of Mil­ 
haud’s retirement was made 
today by Dr. Robert J. Wert, 
president of the college. Mil­ 
haud became professor emeri­ 
tus in 1962, but was invited to 
remain at Mills as composer-in- 
residence. 
He, with his dramatist wife, 
Mme. Madeleine Milhaud, spent 
alternate years on the campus 
since 1962. She was a member 
of the Mills French faculty. 
They divided their time be­ 
tween here and their residence 
in Paris. 
Milnaud will return to France 
and reside permanently now at 
his Paris home.

City To Back 
BART Board In 
Taxpayers Suit 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
San Francisco will pay the le­ 
gal fees involved in defending 
the Bay Area Rapid Transit 
District against a taxpayer’s 
suit to block completion of the 
Embarcadero subway station. 
When BART’s directors heard 
of the city’s decision Thursday, 
they approved a formal con­ 
tract to spend up to $22.5 mil­ 
lion to finish the Embarcadero 
station.

In arguing the case before 
the 6th Circuit, the government

President ... determines that 
certain individuals or groups 
pose a danger to the internal 
security of the United States as 
to warrant the use of electronic 
surveillance to gather intel­ 
ligence information concerning 
the activities and plans of such 
individuals and groups, the 4th 
Amendment does not require 
the additional safeguard of a 
prior warrant.” 
Justice Department lawyers 
argued that the President has 
just as much authority to order 
domestic wiretaps when 
he 
feels the nation’s security is 
endangered as he does when 
the 
danger 
comes from 
a 
foreign government. 
But 
the 
majority of

appeals judges, in an opinion 
written 
by 
Judge 
George 
Edwards, said: “ We hold in 
dealing 
with the 
threat of 
domestic subversion, the execu­ 
tive branch of our government 
... is subject to the limitations

of the 4th Amendment of the 
Constitution when undertaking 
searches and seizures for oral 
communications by wire. 
“ We hold that the district 
court judge properly found that 
the conversations of the defen­ 
dant Plamondon were illegally 
intercepted and cannot hold 
that the disclosure order is in 
abuse of judicial discretion.” 
But in dissent, Judge Paul C. 
Weick agreed with the govern­ 
ment’s claims that only the 
President has enough informa­ 
tion 
to 
know 
whether

domestic group is a danger to 
security. 
“ The legislative and execu­ 
tive branches of the govern­ 
ment do not have the facilities 
to cope with the destruction of 
public buildings by saboteurs. 
Only the executive department 
of the government has the 
facilities and know-how to deal 
with these intricate problems. 
“ When the chief executive 
deems it necessary to gather 
intelligence information for this 
purpose, he ought not to be 
required first to make detailed 
explanations of classified infor­ 
mation to a magistrate and 
procure 
his 
consent 
as

precedent to the exercise in 
constitutional powers,” Weick 
wrote. 
In addition to Plamondon, 
two other men identified as 
members of the White Panthers 
were

28. They were not overheard by ~ 
the government. 
The Nixon administration, in 
its court briefs and in speeches 
by leading officials, has con­ 
tended that the President has 
the authority to order domestic 
security wiretaps without any 
restraints by either the legisla­ 
tive or judicial branches. 
Its stepped up wiretapping of 
radical groups, both of the right 
and the left, would be seriously 
undermined if the Supreme 
Court upheld Thursday’s ap­ 
peals decision.

Leukemia 
Hope For 


Children 


CHICAGO (U PI)—Leukemia 
in children, once fatal in nearly 
all cases, is no longer an 
incurable disease, according to 
doctors at St. Judge Children’s 
Research Hospital in Memphis, 
Tenn. 


“ Physicians may no longer 
dismiss leukemia as a hopeless 
disease,” Dr. Rhomes J. Aur of 
St. Jude’s said in a report 
'Thursday 
to 
the 
American 
Association 
for 
Cancer 
Re­ 
search. 


“ One half of all victims of 
the disease can now obtain a 
five-year, leukemia-free remis­ 
sion from all symptoms, if the 
remission pattern of children 
currently 
free 
of 
leukemia 
follows that of our earlier 
studies,” Dr. Aur said. 


Until recent years, childhood 
lymphocytic leukemia, the most 
common type, was fatal in all 
but about one per cent of the 
cases. 
Because 
of 
the 
strategic 
combinations of a half-dozen 
drugs, more than 100 children 
are alive today after five years 
with no more evidence of the 
disease, according to Aur. He 
said many children have lived 
for as long as 15 years without 
showing 
any 
evidence 
of 
relapse.

shape of New York’s Shea 
Stadium but only a third of its 
height. It would take about 40 
conventional units to provide 
the cooling

by the Coast Guard. 


The stations, to be built in a 
fashion giving them an under­ 
ground appearance, will be con­ 
structed near Bolinas and on 
the Point Reyes peninsula on 
sites form erly owned by the 
Radio Corporation of America. 


The stations, one transm itting 
and one receiving, will become 
the Coast Guard’s m ajor radio 
facility in the Pacific, replacing 
several obsolete installations on 
the West Coast. 
Prelim inary 
construction 
work started Tuesday at the 
75.5-acre site north of Bolinas, 


planned as the transm itting sta­ 
tion. Work is to start later on 
the receiving station, which will 
be built on 266 acres at the 
former RCA beach at Point 
Reyes. 
The Coast Guard said a $903,- 
000 contract for construction of 
the stations has been awarded 
to Reliance Enterprises of San­ 
ta Rosa. Work is expected to 
take a year. 
Jack W’alsh, civilian architect 
in the 12th Coast Guard District 
headquarters in San Francisco, 
said the buildings will be con­ 
structed in a method unique to 
the Coast Guard. Once the sta­ 
tions are built, dirt will be bull­ 
dozed 
a r o u n d 
them 
and 
landscaped, giving the build­ 
ings an underground look, 
look. 


Through this procedure,

Coast Guard news release said, 
the buildings “ will blend with

Grand Jury Aims Reform Ideas 


At Cutting Welfare Cheating 


Welfare program s should be 
tightened up, both locally and 
on the state and federal levels, 
the Marin County Grand Jury’s 
welfare committee recommend­ 
ed in its final report yesterday. 
On the state and federal lev­ 
el, the grand jury committee 
recommended legislation to ef­ 
fect the following: 
1. Elim inate loopholes that 
provide aid to other than the 
poor in specific categories. 
2. Family 
income 
should 
consist of the earnings of all 
persons living together, wheth­ 
er related or not. 
3. W’elfare reform should in­ 
clude more emphasis on job 
training so that recipients can 
become self-supporting. 
4. A computer center should 
be set up statewide or nation­ 
wide with a central file on all 
welfare recipients so that the 
unscrupulous do not get double 
or triple aid. 
The committee said the coun­ 
ty can also tighten up on its 
adm inistrative procedures 
in 
the following way: 
1. All initial applications for 
aid to families with dependent 
children should include a per­ 
sonal interview. 
2. The departm ent of public 
social services should ask for 
background information on ev­ 


ery case transferred from an­ 
other county. 
3. Positive 
identification 
should be required before aid is 
processed. 
4. Income of fathers and step­ 
fathers should be v e r i f i e d 
through income tax informa­ 
tion. 
Alledged 
child support 
payments to children of pre­ 
vious m arriages should also be 
verified. 
“ The applicant’s word on all 
these requirements should not 
be accepted as sufficient,” said 
the g r a n d jury committee. 
“The responsibility to produce 
this 
information 
should 
be 
placed on the applicant, rather 
than on the social service work­ 
er as it is now.” 
To cut down on fraud, the 
committee 
recommended 
a 
professionally organized inves­ 
tigation division to serve as 
watchdog for the welfare de­ 
partm ent and to train welfare 
officials on how to detect disho­ 
nesty. 
For the food stamp program 
the grand jurors suggested a 
new law that would make it 
mandatory to produce identifi­ 
cation at m arkets to eliminate 
the trading of food stamps for 
rent or more money.

provided by a countywide or 
statewide tax, believes the 1970 
Marin County Grand Jury Edu­ 
cation Committee. 
Decrying inefficiency and du­ 
plication of costs and efforts” 
from the multiplicity of school 
districts (21 in Marin County), 
the grand jury committee in its 
report last night also pointed to 
inequities of tax support among 
the districts. 
“ Our district organization un­ 
necessarily ham pers achieving 
the ideal of equal opportunity 
for all students supported equit­ 
ably by all,” it declared. 
In its No. 1 recommendation, 
the committee asserted: 
“ The 
taxing 
structure 
for 
schools should be reexamined 
with the goal of providing uni­ 
form support at least county- 
wide, and preferably statewide, 
to be apportioned according to 
school grade level and the aver­ 
age daily attendance in each 
district. Individual district tax­ 
es should be limited to interest 
and redemption on outstanding 
school bond issues.” 
The grand jury committee, 
headed by Mrs. Pauline Secor 
of Kentfield, was sharply criti­ 
cal of the accomplishments of 
the Marin County Committee on 
School 
District 
Organization, 
citing “a serious impasse in 
reorganization of school dis­ 
tricts” that “ is working to the 
detriment of the education of 
the students.” 
“ If no tangible results occur 
in 1971, we recommend that a 
new committee on school dis­ 
trict organization be appoint­ 
ed,” it reported. 
In 
other recommendations, 
the education committee said: 
“ Marin school d i s t r i c t s 
should consider the adoption of 
a countywide salary schedule 
for both certificated and classi­ 
fied personnel. . . 
“ The state Legislature and 
the state Board of Education 
should reexamine 
all tenure 
law’s. We favor the elimination 
of the present tenure provisions 
for probationary teachers and 
the consideration of long-term 
contracts for nonprobationary 
teachers.” 
While commending the pre­ 
sent program of providing bicy­ 
cle p a t h s , the grand jury 
committee said cities and coun­ 
ty should do more to provide 
safe walks and bika paths for 
school pupils. Also it urged ex­ 
panded public transit service, 
noting: “ Taxpayers are now 
paying costs of transportation 
through school taxes without 
obtaining the benefits of a ge­ 
neral public transportation sys­ 
tem .” 
As a final recommendation, it 
urged that the county schools 
office circularize all districts 
regularly with legal opinions 
from the county counsel. 
In the body of its report, the 
committee tied the need for ten­ 
ure change to accountability. 
“ It became clear to us,” said 
the r e p o r t , “ that there is a 
pronounced trend away from 
accountability 
to 
adm inistra­ 
tors. The result is a serious 
decease 
of accountability of 
teachers to parents and the 
public . . . To improve this area 
of accountability, we believe 
the present laws relating to ten­ 
ure . . . should be drastically 
changed.” 
Noting that the 1969 grand 
jury concentrated on. problems 
of Sausalito School District, the 
1970 jury said the resulting ac­ 
tions of Sausalito citizens “ were 
traum atic” but it felt “a hands- 
off policy would be appropriate 
at this time by the grand jury.” 
Members of the committee, 
besides the chairman, were Do­ 
rothy E. Smith and Jane Ward 
Vernon of San Rafael, Beryl 
Jean Symmes and Harry Sut­ 
cliffe of Mill Valley, George J. 
Benoit Jr. of San Anselmo, and 
Clarence Hebert of Marin City.

Report Sees Flaw In 
College Accountability 


Steps to correct “a serious 
flaw in the accountability of the 
College of Marin to the public” 
have been recommended by the 
joint special assignments and 
education committees of the 
1970 Marin County Grand Jury. 
The report called for more 
stress on annual evaluations of 
all teachers and adm inistra­ 
tors, a shift of policy responsi­ 
bility to adm inistrators 
and 
away 
from 
committees 
— 
which should be purely advi­ 
sory, the panel said — revam p­ 
ing of tenure, and a reshuffling 
of priorities for the many tasks 
of the dean of instruction. 
Student disciplinary proceed­ 
ings were snarled by commit­ 
tees 
more 
concerned 
with 
procedures than with the facts 
of disciplinary violations, the 
panel said. 
Associated Student fund han­ 
dling was found to have tigh­ 
tened up since the c r i t i c a l 
findings of the 1969 grand jury, 
the report noted. 
Voter denial of local bond is­ 
sues faced the college district 
with costly delays in building 
its North Marin campus and a 
newr library for the Kentfield 
c a m p u s , the report noted. 
“ Since construction costs have 
been constantly on the rise, the 
less delay . . . the more advan­ 
tageous it will be to local tax­ 
payers.” 
The report found that many 


of the College of Marin troubles 
could be traced to a series of 
changes in administration, with 
five presidents or acting presi­ 
dents in seven years, and other 
policy changes marking time 
before appointment of a newr 
dean of instruction in the spring 
of 1970. 
The jury committee said its 
studies of College of Marin 
stressed the accountability of 
faculty to student, faculty to 
administration, administration 
to trustees and trustees to the 
public. 
The report listed two causes 
for what it called flaws in ac­ 
countability to the public: Lack 
of systematic faculty evalua­ 
tion. and “ the excessive com­ 
mittee 
s t r u c t u r e 
which 
permeates almost every facet 
of the operation of the college.” 
The report said, “of the 19 
faculty committees existing . . . 
none was charged with any res­ 
ponsibility for evaluating their 
p e e r s . ’ ’ The trustees have 
adopted a formal policy for an­ 
nual evaluation of probationary 
teachers, the investigators re­ 
ported. 
The joint committee found 
“ gratifying” the efforts of the 
faculty to draft a code of ethics. 
It called for evaluation of both 
teachers with tenure and ad­ 
ministrators, 
and 
‘in 
cases 
where unprofessional conduct is 
suspected, the administration 


should not be reluctant to ini­ 
tiate dismissal proceedings.” 


Tenure was criticized as “a 
one-sided contract, committing 
the institution but not the indi­ 
vidual . . . it also acts as a 
shield for incompetence.” The 
report said most College of 
Marin teachers are “doing a 
good 
to excellent job” 
and 
should “have nothing to fear 
from the removal of this auto­ 
matic 
lifetime 
job 
security 
which no other profession is 
guaranteed." 


The joint committee found 
less to criticize than the 1969 
grand jury in term s of associat­ 
ed student finances, but did 
suggest that the association be 
held accountable not only for 
damage to college facilities and 
landscaping, but also for any 
costs of extra police protection 
for student events.

Consolidation Of Many Special 
Districts Urged By Grand Jury 


The number of special dis­ 
tricts in Marin leads to ineffi­ 
cient service and inefficient use 
of tax monies, the Marin Coun­ 
ty Grand Jury reported yester­ 
day. 
The outgoing 1970 grand jury 
criticized the “ proliferation” of 
districts and district elections, 
and 
urged 
consolidation 
of 
many. 
The jury’s municipalities, dis­ 
tricts and commissions commit­ 
tee noted there are 63 special 
districts, not including school 
districts, in Marin. 
The Marin County Board of 
Supervisors governs 22 of the 
districts, with the other 41 gov 
erned by local boards — usual­ 
ly elective, the report said. 
The committee made several 
specific recommendations: 
The state legislature should 
set limits on amounts of uncom­ 
mitted reserve funds accumu­ 
lated by special districts and 
the districts should be required 
to file more detailed budgets 
with the county auditor-con- 
troller. 
The 
board 
of 
supervisors 
should adopt the rocommenda- 
t i o n s of the 1967 Brown and 
Caldwell report, which urged 
division of Marin into four sew -! 
erage service areas, and the 
Marin 
Municipal 
and 
North 
Marin Water districts should be 
designated to coordinate sewer 
functions in the four areas. The j 
jury commended seven South-1 
ern 
Marin sanitary districts 
which are studying merger un­ 
der the jurisdiction of the Mar- j 
in Municipal Water District. 
Citing “grave inefficiencies 
in operations and uneconomic 
use of tax monies,” the com­ 
mittee urged all fire depart­ 
ment officials to examine “with 
a sense of urgency” the need 
for consolidation. 
The committee commended | 
the MMWD directors for adop­ 
tion of land use criteria for i 
Mount Tamalpais lands, 
but ; 
questioned the propriety of the 
district 
leasing 
public 
land 
“even at a fair price” to the 
private 
Meadow Club above 
Fairfax. 
Jean W. Homer of Kentfield 
served as chairm an of the mun­ 
icipalities, districts and com­ 
missions 
committee. 
Other 
members were Ruby Daly of 
Larkspur, Joseph W. Wright of 
Novato, Pauline Secor of Kent­ 
field and Marilyn Steinau of 
Belvedere. 
The 
committee 
urged 
the 
board of supervisors to select 
four annual election dates in 
the hope districts would volun­ 
tarily consolidate elections.

Whooping Cough Is Rare And 
Little Research Into Causes 


Whooping cough (pertussis) is rare because 
of pertussis vaccine. And — little' research is 
being conducted since the disease no longer is 
a threat to our health. This is unfortunate 
because there is a possibility that the causa­ 
tive organism is not what it is generally 
believed to be. To the medical profession, this 
may sound heretical. Until recently we knew 
that the microbe. Bordetelia pertussis, caused 
whooping cough. The bacillus, discovered by 
Bordet and Gengou back in 1906. usually is 
found in the upper respiratory 
passageways and coughed up 
during the early stages of the 
disease. Cough plate cultures 
are used to identify the organ­ 
ism. 
DESPITE 
THIS 
apparent 
unequivocal evidence, whooping 
cough more closely resembles a 
viral rather than a bacterial 
respiratory 
infection. 
Young 
children are mainly affected 
but. luckily, pertussis is fol­ 
lowed by long-lasting immuni­ 
ty. 
ADENOVIRUSES may have 
the dubious honor of causing 
whooping cough. These critters 
are capable of producing a sev­ 
ere infection of the lower respi­ 
ratory tract s i m i 1 a r to the 
bronchitis seen in pertussis. 
RECENT STUDIES conduct­ 
ed on 13 children in Florida 
tend to confirm this idea. Ac­ 
cording to Dr. J.D. Connor, all 
of the youngsters had what was 
considered 
to 
be 
whooping 
cough but none had positive 
cultures for B. pertussis. In ad­ 
dition. 11 of the 13 (85 per cent) 
children were shedding adeno­ 
viruses. In similar laboratory 
studies done on 200 controls, 
viruses were found in only 3 per 
cent. 
THIS IS NOT the first time 
adenoviruses have entered the 
pertussis 
controversy. 
Until 
more research is done, both 
bacteria and viruses must be 
suspect in the whooping cough 
syndrome.

REFUSES TRICK 
West l e a d s the queen of 
spades, and South refuses the 
trick, having read my earlier 
articles this week on holding up 
with a double stopper in the 
enemy’s suit. West continues 
with the deuce of spades, and 
dummy’s king wins. 


Declarer leads a low’ club 
from the d u m m y , and East 
plays low with the sickening 
feeling that he is about to be 
euchred out of his king. South 
puts up the queen of clubs, and 
West wins with the ace. 


Now the hand is over, and 
your cat, if you’re reading this 
article to it, should stalk out of 
the room in disgust. West can 
set up the spades, but he can 
obviously never regain the lead. 
South will lose only a spade and 
two clubs. 


DOUBLE ERROR 
East should begin a good de­ 
fense by stepping up with the 
king of clubs when declarer 
leads that suit from the dum­ 
my. When the king of c l u b s 
holds the trick (much to East’s 
relief), East should lead his re­ 
maining spade. This knocks out 
declarer’s last spade stopper 
while West still has the ace of 
clubs. 
When East muffs his oppor­ 
tunity by playing a low club 
( i n s t e a d of the king), West 
should refuse to win the trick 
with the ace. Fortunately for 
the defense, South needs a se­ 
cond club trick. East must win 
the second round of clubs and 
s t i l l have time to lead his 
spade.

Your Chance To Help 
The Game Wardens 


As I am deeply concerned with the health, 
wealth and happiness of my friends, I visited A1 
Giddings at his home in Woodacre yesterday 
afternoon. 
Giddings does our popular Fish and Game 
column, but it is his position as a warden for the 
Department of Fish and Game that prompted my 
visit. I wanted to know how the proposed hike in 
fish and game license fees would affect him. 
‘‘Hah,” he hah’d, “ I received my paycheck for 
this month the other day and it was for $692.62, 
which is unbelievable even to me. It’s just not 
enough. Every time it comes it puts me in the 
doldrums. The license fee increase might be the 
crux for the game w a r d e n s and other DFG 
personnel to get a pay raise, but I don’t know.” 
Warming up to the subject, Big A1 continued: 
“ Most everyone says that the game wardens are 
most essential. Most everyone says that without 
them our fish and wildlife, the ecology and the 
environment would be in far greater danger than 
it is now. Yet, throughout the entire state there 
are only about 220 wardens covering every inch 
of land, sea and other waters. Two wardens are 
assigned to Marin County, and approximately 
eight others to serve Napa, Sonoma and part of 
Solano counties.” 
What does a warden do for his $692.62? I asked 
Giddings, who had an answer ready to fire. “ My 
home is the Fish and Game headquarters for my 
district,” he said. “I keep a state car, a state 
boat and motor and all the gear that goes with 
these in my yard. Look around you,” he motioned 
with a sweep of his big paws, “ My house is used 
to meet the public, a state phone is in the kitchen, 
and parts of three rooms are required to store 
books, papers, reports, pamphlets and other off­ 
ice gear. Uniforms, guns, bullets and other things 
necessary for the job are all here. The state does 
not pay us one dime for the use of the house as an 
office. And phone calls! Why, they come morning, 
noon and night. Days off or days on, how does the 
public know which is which?” 
Giddings’ beat is a busy one, he said: “ This 
past month I believe I gave five conservation talks 
to different clubs or schools — one at 7 a.m., one 
during the day and three at night. On four of my 
days off, I had important calls to handle, so I 
took other time off to compensate whenever 
possible because we do not get paid a nickel for 
overtime. 
“ During March I made 16 arrests, most of 
them from the patrol boat. Running the patrol 
boat requires two men, so I had my son with 
me on two arrests, two friends on four others, a 
reserve warden on a big day of eight arrests and 
a deputy sheriff on six others. I covered about a 
thousand miles of land and about 200 miles of 
water. Some people think that the outdoors, the 
fishing and so forth makes up for our financial 
losses. But fishing and hunting knowledge and 
techniques are the most essential part of the job. 
I get asked hundreds of questions. 
“And last week, when I was fishing among 
about 10 other boats in San Pablo Bay, I cited two 
fishermen for using two rods each and the people 
in another boat for throwing their garbage over­ 
board. Did I get a fish? Who cared ?" 
While I was with Giddings the phone jangled 
several times on official matters. “ Yesterday 
was my day off,” he said, “ but I had Mr. Louis 
Osterero from the Sierra Club here for two hours 
discussing the dog-deer problem. I had four phone 
calls from fishermen asking about places to go; 
one letter from a former Fish and Game employ­ 
ee asking about an abalone trip which I an­ 
swered; a letter from the DFG explaining the

New Tax Form W-4 For Refunds 
If Withholding Was Too High 


If there is too much tax being withheld 
from your wages because you are entitled to 
a lot of itemized deductions like taxes on your 
home, interest on your home, heavy medical 
expenses, etc., you can file a new form W-4, 
Schedule A, based on your 1970 tax return and 
your withholding for 1971 will be reduced by 
the amounts that you claim. 
If you think this applies to you, be sure to 
get Schedule A, W'-4, and read the instructions 
carefully and complete it exact­ 
ly according to the instructions 
and chances are your take- 
home pay will be increased. 
Ifyou incurred no income tax 
liability for 1970 and don’t be- 
1 i e v e you will incur any tax 
liability 
for 
1971, 
then 
you 
should get form W-4E, With­ 
holding Exemption Certificate, 
read the instructions carefully, 
and if they apply to you com­ 
plete this form exactly as per 
the instructions and give it to 
your employer. 
You will not have to file an 
income tax return for 1971 un­ 
less your i n c o m e will be at 
least: Single individual, $1,700; 
single individual 65 or over, $2,- 
300; m arried couple filing joint­ 
ly, $2,300; m arried couple, one 
spouse 65 or over, $2,900; m ar­ 
ried couple, both 65 or over, 
$3,500; m arried person filing 
separately, $600.

This will save you and the 
government the trouble and in­ 
convenience of having tax with­ 
held from your wages and paid 
into the government and then 
your having to file an income 
tax return in 1972 to get the 
withholding tax back. 
This also saves your employ­ 
er the trouble of withholding 
your tax from your wages and 
paying it into the government 
and reporting it. 
In fact, this is probably the 
best thing that has happened in 
the tax law in many a year. It 
simply 
eliminates 
an 
unfair 
section that caused a great deal, 
of trouble to the taxpayer, the 
employer and the government. 
Do you have a big federal tax 
bill to pay this year in addition 
to what your employer has al­ 
ready withheld from your 1970 
paychecks? 
Withholding, at the regular 
rate, only covers the tax on 
your salary or wages and is 
inadequate if you have a large 
salary or earnings from sources 
not subject to withholding. 
The law provides that you 
can agree with your employer 
to have him take more than the 
regular rate of withholding out 
of your paychecks so that you 
will have your taxes fully paid 
at the end of the year.

World Airways Lashes 
'Bias' On Charter Trips 


NEW YORK — (BW) — An 
immediate end to restrictions 
imposed on U.S. supplemental 
airlines by European govern­ 
ments and new policies which 
end 
discrimination 
against 
charter travel have been urged 
by World Airways Inc. 


If existing restrictions were 
not lifted, the airline said, Eu­ 
ropean governments would in­ 
vite a c t i o n by the U.S. to 
impose counter restrictions on 
European airlines. 


In a sweeping indictment of 
the International Air Transport 
Association (IATA), 
the rate 
making cartel for the scheduled 
airlines, World said that “ Eu- 
opean airlines were forcing cur­ 
tailm ent of the principles of 
free trade upon which the air­ 
line industry’s past achieve­ 
ments had rested. Worse, their 
actions prompt retaliatory ac­ 
tions which are repugnant to a 
competitive economy in a free 
society. 


“A concerted effort on the 
part of government owned for­ 
eign airlines to erect barriers to 
the U.S. supplemental airlines 
charter services was the most 
serious threat to the develop­ 
ment of a mass travel market. 


“The 
existing 
restrictions 
would deny American travelers 
the 
availability of low cost 
charter 
transportation 
and 
leave the public without re­ 
course of the arbitrarily high 
IATA f a r e s , ’ ’ the airline 
charged. 
Raising the q u e s t i o n of 
IATA’s anti-trust immunity un­ 
der U.S. law, the airline aiked 
if it was not time for a “search­ 
ing inquiry of IATA’s strangle­ 
hold 
on 
the 
prerogative 
of 
decision making by the govern­ 
ment and the industry. 
Said World Airways Presi­ 
dent Edward Daly: 
“Let’s face it. They have al­ 
most succeeded. The only stum-

At Rough Riders Inc., Napa, 
Calif., m anufacturer of m en’s 
sportswear, samples of the new 
hotpants have just gone out to 
salesmen, according to A1 Coh­ 
en, Southern California sales 
representative. 


The shorts sell for $4 each, 
come in corduroy or cotton twill 
and a number of colors, from 
“ whisky” to “ granite,” says 
Cohen.
